RECOGNIZING THE CRIMINAL CLASSES. 


Senator Vandeveer today introduced a bill 
proposing @ radical reform in the present meth- 
od of dealing witb criminals. It is entitied an 
act to define the criminal classes, and in rela- 
Nee to their trialand punishment, and reads as 
ollows: 

Sec. I. Be it enacted, etc., That all persons who 
have been convicted of an infamous crime sball 
be held and considered as belonging to the crim- 
inal classes. 

Sec. 2. On the trial of any person charged 

with an infamous crime it shall be lawful to 
show that he belongs to the criminal! classes. 
Sec. 3. When any person charged with au in- 
famous crime is shown to belong to the criminal 
classes he may be convicted upon a preponder- 
ance of evidence. 
Sec. 4. No person belonging to the criminal 
classes shall, upon conviction of an infamous 
crime, be sentenced to the penitentiary for a 
less term than tive years. 
The Senator said that in all countries criminal 
classes and professional criminals are found, 
and in France, Germany, and most other coun- 
tries their existence is fully recognized by the 
laws; and Spevial provisions are made for their 
trialand punisbment. The laws of this country, 
however, do not recognize the existence of such 
classes. The oldest and most hardened offencer 
comes before our courts protected by the pre- 
sumption of innocence,’’ and h from harm 
by the mysterious legal dogma of a reasonable 
doubt; and professionals of a thousand crimes 
and without asingie virtue are sentenced time 
after time for a single year. These evils, he 
said, demand a remedy, and the best if not the 
only gen ! seems to be to recognize profes- 
sional criminais as forming a distinct class of 
our people, to increase the facilities for their 
conviction, and the measure of their punisb- 
ment. Repetition of crime should render con- 
viction easy and punishment certain and se- 
vere. To accomplish these objects is the aim 
of this bill. 
Senator Laning introduced a bill to provide 
for the publication of an edition of 15,000 copies 
of the Kevised Statutes Of 1883, after the ad- 
journment of the present session, said work to 
be compiled by the Attorney-General in the 
same style as the edition of 1874.

VOTING PROXIES. 

Senator Evans bas undertaken the regulation 
of the matter of voting proxies, and in a bill 
presented today proposes that at the meetings of 
stockholders of companies organized in this 
State only proxies or powers-of-attorney 


to vote upon any stock, executed by 
actual owners of such stock, shall be 
used or recognized as valid, except 


in cases of guardians of minors, and executors 
of estates, or other cases of actual disability on 
the part of bona fide owners. All voting upon 
proxies, or by virtue of powers-of-attorney giv- 
en by syndicates, or agencies, or combiuations 
of persons boldiag stock upon deposit, or upon 
conditional purchases, or for purposes of specu- 
lating, or by way of pledge or security, is for- 
bidden by this bill: and it is provided that all 
votes offe under such proxies shall be re- 
jected if objected to by any stockboider.. The 
bill contains an emergency clause, the reason 
given therefor being that its provisions are 
deewed important to the welfare of many cor- 
porations organized in this State and the inter- 
est of the people connected therewith. and

OFFENSES OF CONVICTS. 
Mr. MoFie, of Randolph, introduced a rather 
timely bill to punish offenses committed by con- 
victs at the penitentiaries. It provides for their 
trial by courts of the counties in which the 
penitentiaries are situated, which have jurisdic- 
tion in criminal cases. It is further provided 
that sentence on conviction shall not commence 
to run until the expiration of the sentence un- 
r which the convict is confined. When the 
2 sentence is punishment by death it shall be 
executed at such time as the court shall fx, 
without regard to the penitentiary sentence 
which the convict is then serving. The bill was 
suggested by the murderous assault of a pegro 
“trusty” on Purchasing-Agent Dowell at the 
Chester Penitentiary last spring. and is designed 
to cover just such cases in the future. 
Mr. Rountree, of Washington, proposes that 
the State shall pay members of the General As- 
sembly $500 apiece for regular and $100 for ex- 
tra sessions. 
Mr. Cleaveiand, of Rock Island. introduced a 
bill to appropriate $200,000 to purchase a site and 
erect buildings for anew insane asylum in the 
western part of the State, in dope, of course, 
of locating it near Rock Island. The fact 
that the present asylums are overcrowded 
and there are fully 2,000 insane persons poorly 
cared for by the counties in local alms- 
bouses, bas drawn public attention of late 
to the need of increased accommodation for the 
insane.

SELF.EXECUTED. 

A MURDERER, SENTENCED TO LIFE-IMPRIS- 
ONMENT, KILLS HIMSELF. 

New York, Feb. 2.—John Kenny, a bill- 
poster, who today was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life for the murder of John 
Lemmon, a car-driver, tonight killed himself 
in the cell of the Raymond Street Jail, Brouk- 
lyn, by shooting through the heart. How he 
procured the weapon is not known. He left 
a letter to his brother, in which he accused 
his partner, Murphy, of appropriating over 
$3,000 of his (Kenny’s) share in the bitl-post- 
ing business, Of the witnesses in the case 
Kenny writes:

When the startled jail officers reached the 
cell Kenny was gasping, having fallen back 
on his cot. Physicians were summoned, but 
before they arrived he was dead. He had 
opened his shirt and placed the revolver di- 
rectly over his heart. 


A PEDDLER’S FATE. 

DETAILS OF THE PORT CHESTER MURDER. 

NEW York, Feb. 2.—[Special.]—Coroner 
W. H. Hyler, of Port Chester, Westchester 
County, was engaged this afternoon with a 
jury in attempting to solve the mystery sur 
rounding the murder of Site Marks, not Isaac 
Wilchesky, as at first reported, a Hebrew 
peddler of this city, who was found dead 
about two miles northwest of Port Chester 
early yesterday afternoon. Marks, with his 
brother Thaddeus, lived at No. 11 Essex 
street. Ile left this city Monday morning, 
and went to Westchester County, stopping at 
the various villages to sell goods. Yester- 
day morning he peddied about Port Ches- 
ter, and afterward went over to East 
Port Chester to replenish his stock from a 
large quantity of goods kept there by He- 
brews for that purpose. Later in the day he 
was found by Richard Birdsell horribly 
mangled and with his head severed from his 
body. Near by was found the biood-stained 
handie of an ax, and a few rods further into 
the field the ax-blade, also stained with blood, 
was discovered. Near the body lay a Derby 
hat, with a clean cut,and also a ragged 
outer break on one side. There were 
seven deep cuts on head 
and one across the mouth, and 
eight other cuts and bruises about the head 
and face. The head was terribly mangled 
and presented a shocking sight. arks was 
thought to have had about $20 on his person 
when murdered, and this was missing. 

Various street rumors led the Coroner to 
believe that Theodore Hoffman, a young 


man about 21 years old witha bad reputa- 
tion who lived with his rents on the Fox 
Island road near the village, might know 


something about the murder, and he 
issued a warrant for his arrest. 


When arrested Hoffman went cheertully

gress any advance in the direction of fret trade 
and low wages. 


And that the American industry of ship- 
building must be restored. 

These fiscal ideas of Gen, Grant and his 
associates are admirable, and are just what 
Tue TrrBune has advocated in the strongest 
manner. It gives us an immense amount of 
pleasure to agree with Gen, Grant. We are 
now in perfect harmony with him in 9% of 
100 things, the exceptions being the third term 
and the Fitz John Porter case. Taxes must 
be reduced,” says Grant. At least $100,000,- 
000 of them must be removed: This must be 
done, too, by this Republican Congress, if 
the Kepublicans are to carry the next elec- 
tions. American shipbuilding has been 
waterlogged by countless taxes of crushing 
weight. These must be lifted so that our 
ships may rise again and whiten the seas. 

Taxes must be reduced, not raised. Not a

HOW TO GET GOOD COUNTRY ROADS. 

The State ot Illinois is out of debt and has 
asurplus revenue. The tax fevied for State 
purposes is of insignificant proportions. In 
addition thereto there is a permanent revenue 
from the Illinois Central Railroad which 
amounts to about $500,000 a year. The State 
is in a position to give some material encour- 
agemeut for the construction of good roads, 
which are of the most urgent necessity to the 
agricultural population. The way to pro- 
ceed in this matter is as follows: Let the 
Legislature vote to set aside the annual rev- 
enue of $500,000 from the Illinois Central 
Railroad as a road fund, to be distributed 
pro rata among the various counties for tile- 
draining their roads on condition that each 
county shall-vote tor that purpose at least 
as much more as it shall receive from the 
State. We would except from this aid the 
City of Chicago, and give to Cook County 
only the proportion to which its population 
outside the city shall entitle it. 

It can scarcely be doubted that every 
county in the State will be eager to accept 
such aid under the condition named. The 
distribution of the fund would give about $1 
for every Voter in the State, which would be 
doubled by the local contribution. A county 
of 50,000 inhabitants could thus acquire an 
annual road fund of $20,000, and all others in 
proportion. The County Board should be 
intrusted with the collection and disburse- 
ment of the money, under the sole condition 
that it should be used for laying tile-drains 
according to the most i:proved plan on the 
lines established by the County Surveyor. 
The expenditure of $1,000,000 throughout the 
State in this manner would assure better 
roads and more mileage thereof than twice 
that sum would give under the prevailing 
loose system. 

The results of the policy suggested would 
be as follows; (1) There would be six months 
more of good wheeling on the country roads 
than there is now, which would put thou- 
sands of dollars a- year into the pock- 
ete Of the farmers and country merchants, 
and at the same time facilitate and pro- 
mote the entire business of the State. (2) The 
farms abutting on the line of the roads 
would be benefited to some extent by the 
road tiles running alongside their fenées ; the 
land fronting the roads and running back 
from fifty to 100 feet would be found to yield 
nearly twice as much as these portions of the 
farm which should have no tiling. (3) The 
excellent resulis from tiling the public roads 

would impress upon che farmers of Illinois 
the economical advantage of the tile-system, 
and would induce them to adopt it for their 
own lands; a general introduction of tile- 
draining in all the farms of IIlinois would 
— the yield of the land by nearly one- 

This proposition should be received with 
favor by all the country members of the Leg- 
islature. Chicago will not ask tor one penny 
of the money, and is only interested in the 
project to the extent it is concerned in the 
general prosperity of the State. Bad roads 
are the curse of agricultural communities; 
no progress is made towards securing per-

THE LUMBER @ABONS’ PETITION, 

Four respectabie and wurthy gentlemen in 
this city—large owners of Michigan pine- 
lands—have issued an address to all persons 
engaged in the Jumber trade to obtain signa- 
tures as rapidly as possible to a petition 
which they have prepared, and which they 
forward with the address. This petition is 
addressed to Congress, and we reproduce it 
that the public generally may see how in an 
emergency even such respectable gentlemen 
will resort to statements so utterly incom- 
prehensible that they would, if uttered by 
others, be classed as exaggerations unbe- 
coming churehmen of their own high stand- 
ing. ‘The petition represents that the signers 
do:

Canada, is ourdened with a tax, thus effectuaily 
giving to the Canadian product tbe control of 
the markets of this country by the admission of 
their lumber product free in the Eastern States, 
whither it is most largely imported; and as weil 
control of the Western markets through their 
ability to exclude the American product, except 
upon payment of duties, from Winnipeg, to 
— their own lumber may be sent without 

uty. 

The statements of this petition are most 
remarkable. It asserts that the * manufact- 
ured”? lumber of Canada is to be admitted 
without tax, and by manufactured lumber is 
intended the reugh product of the saw and 
planing mill. 

This lumber is intended for the use of 
Western farmers for fencing, for outhouses, 
barns, and sheds, for all rough building pur- 
poses, for repairs and sidewalks, and count- 
less purposes for which rough pine lumber 
can be employed. To admit this lumber for 
consumers free of tax, it is declared, will. be 
“ruinously ” to compete with American lum- 


ber. For whom is this Government estab- 


own the remnants of the pine forests con- 
sume this lumber? Do they pay the tax 
which is collected from it? Do they produce 
the pine forests which they hold possessien 
of and which for purposes of insatiable 
greed they are rapidly destroying? The per- 
sons whe are demanding and exacting this 
tax on the people of Lilinois, lowa, Kansas, 
and Nebraska have neither produced the for- 
ests nor are they consumers. They are noth- 
ing more than toll-gatherers standing at the 
gates and taking in a tax from the millions of 
consumers in the tr ss States to whom 
lumber is an article of prime necessity, but 
who are overcharged by these speculators in 
stumpage and logs. ‘They have the hardi- 
nood to say that this R is levied for the 
benefit of the *traffic.”” That is to say, not 
for the axmen orthe farmers who buy the 
stuff, but for the men who “traffic ’’—that is, 
do what they can to get the advantage of 
each other. 

Mr. Carpenter and the other gentlemen 
who traffic in lumber make the monstrous 
assertion that the lumber business which 
needs “protection” gives employment to 
“fully 1,000,000 laborers.’’ Even for gen- 
tlemen who swap“ fish yarns this figure 
is a large one. The census reports show 
that in 1880 the whole number ot persons en- 
gaged in the United States in the lumber 
business was 156,178 males, 433 females, and 
5.971 children! That isa pretty Jagge frac- 
tion short, even in .lumber measure, of 
“fully 1,000,000 laborers.” Throwing in the 
women and children, the whole is consider- 
ably short of a million! 

But these gentiemen speak only for a por- 
tion of the three States of Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota, and the census gives 
the whole number of men engaged in felling, 
sawing, and planing lumber not only in these 
three States, but in all the other thirty-five 
States and the Territories; and not only of 
the pine lumber of these three States, but of 
all the various kinds of lumber in all the 
States of the Union. 

Moreover, the cfnsus returns show that 
the whole number of males of 16 years and 
over engaged in all the industrial mechan- 
tial employments of the United States was 
2,025,506. Mr. Van Schaick and the other 
gentlemen send forth under their certifica- 
tion the statement that fully 1,000,000 of 
laborers” are employed in lumber-making— 
that is, one-half the American males over 16 
years of age working for wages in the whole 
United States at industrial occupations are 
engaged in the lumber trade, and this, too, 
without including the women and children. 
Messgs. Carpenter and Van Schaick send the 
petition containing this marvelous statement 
to their customers, with an appeal that it be 
signed and sent to Senator Logan, and it 
may pot yet be too late” to save the million 
of laborers who are threatened with“ ruin“! 

The petition does not mention what pro- 
portion of the lumber-cutters in Michigan 
and other States are Canadians brought to 
this country to compete at low wages with 
the rest of the million to tax the farmers of 
the treeless States. 

The petition asks intelligent persons, even 
lumber-dealefs, to certify to Congress that to 
remove the tax from lumber would be to add 
that much to the value of Canadian lumber. 
If the repeal of the tax on lumber will not 
admit Canadian lumber cheaper than our 
lumber where, when, and how is the “ruin” 
to take place ? , 

The Canadian Government will not admit 
Michigan lumber into Winnipeg free of tax, 
and the reason is, that Canadian lumber is 
taxed in this country and has been for years. 
Their tax is in retaliation for ours. The re 
peal of the American tax will, of course, be 
followed by the repeal of the tax collected at 
Winnipeg. 

This petition is a most ludicrous exhibi- 
tion of the rage of the “fully 1,000,000 ot 
American laborers” at the prospect of a re- 
peal of a tax under which the consumers of 
American lumber have seen the price of lum- 
ber rise from 84 to $6 per thousand feet dur- 
ing the last five. years. We reproduce the 
Chicago prices of lumber since 1878:

THE ALABAMA TREASURER’S DEFAL- 
CATION. 

It is not long since that Mr. Polk, Dem- 
ocratic State Treasurer of Tennessee, 
skipped away from his office between two 
days, leaving the Treasury some $400,000, 
more or less, worse off than it had been. The 
deticit was about the amount of interest due 
to the State creditors, but as the people had 
elected a repudiation Governor and Legis- 
lature Polk bowed to the will of the people, 
though the vox populi had not become crys- 
tallized into an official act of dishonesty by a 
legisiative bill. In reality Polk had been 
living like a good old Tennessee gentieman, 
speculating on Wall street, keeping his car- 
riage, and enjoying the good things of earth 
before he bowed to the will of the people, 
bowing so low and so frequently that at last 
he bowed himself out ef his office, and out 
of the State, and out of the United States. 

And now comes the Democratic Treasurer 
of another repudiating State, Alabama, and 
he, too, was a high-toned Southern Confed- 
erate, His Democracy was his strong point, 
pathetically declares a dispatch from Mont- 
gomery, though the same dispatch adds: 


His more recent style of living has been lux- 
urious; he has kept a carriage and fine horses, 
has bougbt diamonds for his wife, silver for his 
table, a house to live in, has furnished it hand- 
somely. and lived in all respects as one of the 
“upper ten,” and, to crown all, de was an ama- 
teur of some pretensions as a poker- player. 


Singularly enough, however, no one seems 
to have marked the inconsistency between 
this style of living and a salary of $2,100 per 
annum. Vincent was hardly up to the style 
of Polk, the Tennessee Democrat, for he 
only got away with $300,000, but in another 
way he has surpassed Polk, for although the 
State law requires that the Treasurer shall 
tile securities he had not complied with the 
law, and has no bondsmen upon whom the 
State can fall back. Compliance with law 
is not a common characteristic of Alabama, 
so that there is nothing strange in Vincent's 
being without bondsmen. Law is set aside 
or detied at pleasure in that State. The out- 
going Administration took no trouble to re- 
quire the renewing of his bonds. Why 
should Mr. Vincent trouble himself about it, 
especially when he knew that he was short 
$300,000 on cotton futures ? 

Mr. Polk, of Tennessee, bowed to the will 
of the people. Mr. Vincent,in a little note 
zelt for the clerk in his office, did not 
acknowledge any such courtesy as this. He 
simply said he was going to New York, and 
that If anything happens to mel wish to 
state emphatically and positively that being 
behind in my cash is my own fault.“ This 
is a very frank admission, but was not Vin- 
cent in reality bowing to the will of the peo- 
ple? Is it not in accordance with the eternal 
fitness of things that a dishonest State should 
have a dishonest Treasurer? Why should 
Mr. Vincent take it upon himself to be more 
honest than his employers?’ Like master, 
like servant. Has Alabama been so trne to 
her creditors that she is to expect her finan- 
cial agents will be true to her? The prin- 
cipal of her debt amounted to $28,040,470, and 
up to July 1, 1876, she had defaulted in the 
interest to the amount of $6,000,000. This 
amount of interest was wiped out, and 
by tricks of the trade she also suc- 
ceeded in wiping out $15,466,091 of the 
principal. More than this, the in- 
terest upon that part of the debt 
which is not repudiated has been scaled 
down so that itis now estimated that even if 
the bondholders are lucky enough to get 
paid at the maturity of the bonds their en- 
tire lossfrom the time the bonds came into 
their hands will be no less than $28,000,000, 
which, as will be seen, is about the amount 
of the original debt. If the sovereign State 
of Alabama can defraud its creditors out of 
$28,000,000, why should any fault be found 
with its sovereign Treasurer, who takes only 
$300,000 out of the funds which the State has 
taken out of her bondholders? We con- 
ceive, therefore, that the Executive of Ala- 
bama is both ungrateful and inconsistent, if 
not slanderous, when he posts Mr. Vincent 
as a thief and aswindler, He may be an un- 
fortunate man, but why should he not repu- 
diate when his State repudiates? Why 
should he not default when his State de- 
fauits? Is it against him that he runs 
away? Probably the State would run if 
she could. Norcan we see any reason for 
the astonishing statement in one dispatch 
that the whole community is plunged into 
gloom. It may de gloomy that the commu- 
nity has lost such au elegant gentlemen as 
he is described to be, but then as all gentle- 
men in the South are high-toned and elegant, 
and chivalry isdensely abundant, his place 
ought to be filled very easily. 
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Ar an examination of burglars before Jus- 
tic Walsh yesterday morning it appeared in 
evidence that their plunder was sold to a 
pawnbroker. The receiver of stolen prop- 
erty was in court and unblushingly testified 
that he was well acquainted with the burg- 
lars, and produced his books and recalled 
his purchases by reference tothem. With still 
more unblushing etfrontery, he acknowledged 
that he knew the property was stolen, and that 
he sold itagain under such circumstances and 
considered that he was entitled to do so, as 
he was protected by the police in these infa- 
mous transactions It has long been well 
known that pawdbrokers’ shops are fences 
where thieves dispose of their property, and 
that there Is a regular trale between them, 
not only in Chicago but in other cities—Chi- 
cago pawnbrokers, for instance, dealing in 
goods stolen at the East and shipped to them, 
and vice verga—but this is the first time that 
one of these accomplices has had the temer- 
ity to openly acknowledge it and defend it 
upon the grounds of official consent. We 
have seen Mr. Carter Harrison protecting 
saloons, variety theatres, and low dens of all 
sorts, and renting his own property for pur- 
poses of this kind. Does he also allow the 
police to protect pawnbrokers in keeping up 
repositories for the plunder stolen by thieves 
and burglars? The men who buy this plun- 
der are no better than the men who steal it, 
but have hitherto made some show of con- 
cealing their nefarious business. Under the 
protection of the Mayor’s police they now 
boldly acknowledge and defend it. What 
will the best Mayor do about it? Do the 
burglars and pawnbrokers also run him as 
well as the gamblers? . 

Tus Christian Union recently printed a 
symposium on the temperance question. It 
sent out a circular to twenty representative 
men asking for their opinions on prohibi- 
tion, Of these eight replied, the eight being 
the poet Whittier, the Revs.

All are agreed upon one point-—namely: that 
it is useless to load the statute-books with 
legislation until public sentiment has been 
educated up te a point where compulsory 
enactments can be sustained, Temperate 
measures are récommended by all the writ- 
ers, and their communications ought to be 
carefully read by the fanatics. 


Tux peculiar sensitiveness of business- 
men at this juncture is shown in the moment- 
ary panic which prevailed on Thursday over 
the rumor that the Union Iron & Steel Com- 
pany of this city. nad suspended. The mar- 
kets were stronger yesterday when every- 
body knew that the suspension was a settled 
fact, though the air was tull of rumors of 
other failures, which were not verified. No 
one seemed to know how these rumors 
originated, but they probably arose in some 
such way as this: C heard A remark to B 
that he should not wonder if there were 
more suspensions, Then C told D that he 
had heard rumors of “another failure.” D 
told E that there was a loca! house In trouble 
“sure”; and when it eame to F, that 
gentleman surmised it to be most likely 
a house in the grocery line, because that de- 
partment of trade had done a losing business 
last year. Of course this was reason enough 
for G to tell II that a well-known grocery 
house in this city had failed; and the rest of 
the letters of the alfabet had all they wanted 
to do in surmising who it could be, and how 
much the loss amounted to. People cannot 
be too careful, especially at such a time as 
this, in repeating such rumors, even to their 
nearest friends. Like a snowball, they grow 
by rolling, and may be the means of irre- 
trievably injuring men who otherwise would 
have had no difficulty in weathering the 
storm. 
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Fra risu and high-tariffism belong § the 
same breed. Peter Cooper, who presided at 
the protection (sic) mass-meeting in New 
York, is the most enthusiastic Greenbacker 
in the country but one, and that one is Fiat 
Kelley, who is pushing through the House 
the Tariff bill to increase taxation. Cooper 
and Kelley both predicted that the United 
States would go to the devil if it resumed 
specie payments. They are now as confi- 
dently prophesying that reducing the swin- 
dlms taxes levied on the farmers and working- 
men will everlastingly ruin us all, That is 
not the kind of prophets that can expect to 
have much honor in their own country. 

None of the high-tariff speakers at the 
Cooper Institute meeting said anything about 
the copper tax. This is imposed for the pro- 
tection of the Calumet & Hecila mine-owners. 
These “laborers” will receive their usual 
quarterly dividend of $5 a share on watered 
stock on Feb. 15, making atotal of $22,850,000 
paid in dividends up to the present time. This 
protected concern exports copper to Europe 
and sells it to the “paupers” there at one- 
third lower price than to the people of this 
country, whose Congress has given it its 
monopoly. This “industry” is protected 
by a prohibitory duty of 30 per cent. To re- 
peal it, if we understand Mr. Evarts, would 
be to reduce America to the condition of Ire- 
land, and would bring back the panic of 1857. 
By such loose expectoration of speech the 
public are expected to be tooled, 4 
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WE print elsewhere a reply from a tea- 
dealer to an editorial article which recently 
appeared in Tux TRIBUNE upon the bill now 
pending mm Congress to prevent the importa- 
tion of adulterated teas. Se far as the adul- 
teration is concerned and the purchase and 
sale of such stuff to the public by certain 
classes of dealers, our correspondent makes 
no issue. This much is admitted. The bur- 
den of his complaint is on the score of profits, 
the writer contending that the public does 
not pay too much for really good teas. We 
have already printed a schedule of the va- 
rious prices of good teas as sold by the im- 
porters, jobbers, commissioa-men, and re- 
tailers whi¢h was furnished Tue Trisunr 
from rellable sources. By this schedule it 
was shown that ail classes who handle teas 
make large prefits, and that the retailers 
make all the way from 30 to 75 per cent ac- 
cording to grades. Does not our correspond- 
ent think these are large profits? if he 
wants to make money, let him stop com- 
mercial traveling, come to Chicago and sup- 
ply consumers with tea ata fair profit, and he 
will be astonished at his business. 
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THERE is a prospect that the bogus com- 
mission firms of the styleof Flemming & Mer- 
riam, R. E. Kendall & Co., and others, who 
have been engaged in swindling countrymen, 
may now be brought up with a round turn 
by their enraged victims, who have hitherto 
beeg deterred from proceeding against them 
by the supposition that there was no legal 
method of seeking relief. There is plenty of 
law for reaching the cases of these swindlers; 
all that the victims have to do is to prove the 
frauds.which have been practiced upon 
them. Let them club together, as some have 
already done, divide the expenses, hire first- 
class legal counsel, and prosecute them to the 
extent of the law. Every man who has sent 
his money to these swindlers ought to jump 
upon them at once and compel them to dis- 
gorge and then see to it that they are pun- 
ished. They oweitto themselves and they 
owe it to the whole community to protect it 
from the depredations of these confidence 
scoundrels.. They can do it easily if they 
will unite their forces and not let up until 
they have pushed the whole gang to convic- 
tion.

Causes of the Late Failure. 

What puzzles people of ordinary compre 
Dension more than anything eise is to unoder- 
stand how it comes that the iron and steel in- 
dustries are suffering from prostration no.

PANAMA, Jan. 24.—Advices from Ecuador 
give particulars of the capture of Esmeraldas, 
the leading fort on the coast, by the revolu- 
tionists. The attacking party had thirteen 
killed and twenty-six wounded, and the 
Dictator lost forty killed and an equal num- 
ber of wounded. The defeated Govern- 
ment troops have ianded at Guayaquil. 
The people generally are highly elated 
at the success of the revolution. A Govern- 
ment has already been nominated, with the 
Supreme Dictator Alfaro and four Ministers. 
The new Dictator will at once expel the 
Jesuits and establish restrictions upon the 
clergy. Prior to abandon Esmeraldas, 
the Dictator’s troops plundered the port and 
set fire to it in three places. An American 
named Feros was killed. In Guayaquil a 
panic prevails, and the people are flee 
from the town. It is the last stronghold o 
the Dictator. He was impressing men, 
horses, and everything available to the mili- 
tary service. ö

CORRUPTION IN HIGH PLACES—THE DUTCH 
COLONIAL MINISTER IN TKOUBLE. 

Tur Hax, Jan. 15.—[London Standard.] 
—In connection with the enormously rich 
tin mines of Biliton, in the Dutch East Indies, 
a dispute has arisen between the Chamber 
and the Government which bids fair to lead 
toa ministerial crisis, and bring about the 
resignation of some of the ministers and 


other high officials. 
The concession for the working of the 
Biliton tin mines was granted to the late 
Prince Henry of the Netherlands and his fel- 
low-shareholders in the year 1852 for forty 
years, so that it would expire in 18%. At 
first the returns were scanty, but of late 
years the mines have yielded annually cent 
per cent on the original capital, and the 
shares are now at an enormous remium, 
amounting to per cent. he loss 
of a concession of so profitable a char- 
acter was not a matter which the sharehold- 
ers were able to contemplate with indiffer- 
ence, and in 1875 means were quietly found 
of inducing the Government to bring about 
a change in the law with regard to the grant 
of min concessions.

RIOTOUS COAL-HEAVERS. 


The Police of Newport, Ky., Do an 


Ugly Piece of Work in Heroic 
Style—Other Labor 
News. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
coal-heavers in the Swift’s Iron and Steel- 
Works, at Newport, Ky., were discharged a 
few days ago, and cheaper men hired. Sev- 
eral of them being afterward assaulted when 
on the way to the bridge, the firm chartered 
a steamer to land near the works and convey 
them across. Yesterday the Captain declined 
further service, saying he was afraid that the 
strikers would burn his vessel. The new 
men made their way to work this morning by 
different routes, and tonight, when ready to 
guit, Chief-of-Police Smith, with a force as 
escort, started for the bridge. 

AN ATTACK 

occurred not far frow the mill, and the Chief 
was cut on the hand, Officer Miller received 
a bad scalp-wound, and Mr. Pfau, a member 
of the firm, was hurt on the shoulder. By a 
desperate effort, and without retaliation in 
kind, a passage was forced through the riot- 
ers, with the wounded Chief as the rear-guard 
beating back the assailants. Near the bridge 
the mob, now increased to nearly 2,000, opened 
upasecond attack with brickbats, stones, 
and revolvers. 

THE LITTLE BAND OF POLICEMEN 
held together, and, getting the men safely 
on the Cincinnati bridge, stood shoulder to 
shoulder and barred further progress of the 
mob. The retreat secured, they pitched in 
and arrested several rioters. Several men 
wereinjured, but none fatally so far as 
known. The Cincinnati men announce their 
determination of going over again in the 
morning, and trouble is feared.

STATE AFFAIRS. 


Miscellaneous Legislation In Indiana 
Fees and Salaries—Life Sentences, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 2.—[Special. |— 
There was no quorum in the Senate this 
afternoon, or the newly-promoted Door- 
keeper, Edmunds, would have been reduced 
to the ranks again, and Kirk, who was 
bounced yesterday, reinstated. It will be 
done at the first opportunity. Even the 
Democrats feel ashamed of the attempt to 
make a scapegoat of the Doorkeeper to carry 
off their sins. Senator Fletcher’s bill to 
make the crime of rape upon a female infant 
or insane woman punishable with cas- 
tration was reported back to the 
Senate with a recommendation that it 
lie on the table. The Committee on 
the Judiciary had serlous doubts as to the 
constitutionality of the law, there being a 
provision preciuding the infliction ot unusual 
or cruel 8 There was a general 
demand from all parts of the State for the 
passage of this act. 

The House spent most of the day discuss- 
ing the County School Superintendent bill. 
It was voted to make the office an elective 
one by the people: make the term four years, 
and restrict eligibility to one term. The 
House Judiciary Committee has decided to 
report favorably the bill fixing $2.50 as the 
price of Supreme Court Reports; the present 
price is $3.50. 

Representative Moody, of De Kalb County, 
Chairman of the Committee on Fees and 
Salaries, has completed the committee’s bill 
on that subject. The fees ot Clerks and 
Sheriffs are reduced on an average 30 per 
cent from the figures of the present law, and 
Sheriffs are only allowed actual mileage 
traveled and all constructive fees are pro- 
hibited. The Auditors’ salaries are fixed at 
$1,200 for a basis and for each 1,000 of popula- 
tion up to 20,000 $75 additional is al- 
lowed, instead of $125, as at present. 
Their fees are reduced nearly one halt. No 
change is made in County Recorders’ fees, 
nor in any of the State officers. Advertising, 
first insertion $1, each subsequent insertion 
75 cents per square. This is an increase on 
the last insertions. Advertising delinquents, 
40 cents each description in papers with 
largest general circulation, The biil provides 
that each officer shall give to the person pay- 
ing costs an itemized fee-bill, showing the 
legal fee in each item charged, and he is re- 
quired to filea duplicate of the same, with 
the papers in the case. This is the measure 
that stands the best chance of becoming a 
law at this session. 

The Committee on Prisons will recom- 
mend a novel and important amendment to 
the law governing the term of lite impris- 
onment.” The idea is, instead of an actual 
imprisonment for life, to substitute a term of 
years representing an average life, and allow 
the prisoner commutation from this for good 
conduct, asis now the case in lighter sen- 
tences.

Ask any of the men—tnhere are bundreds of 
them around—and they will all tell you the same 
story. Don't let them know you're a reporter, 
though, if you want to get at their real opinions, 
My wages? Well, about $80 a month, but the 
company now owes me $130 for the last month. 
I bad to work overtime because of the frost— 
often sixteen bours a day; ten hours is our reg- 
ular days work. Another thing: the Chiet of 
Police here has $2,500 a year. There's no earthly 
use in having a chief and big staif of police bere 

EXCEPT TO DRAW THE PAY. 
The chief is Jones’ brother-in-law, and that ex- 
piains it. Two years ago one watchman in the 
mili was sufficient, but now they must have a 
reguiar garrison of twenty men or more, 
but what it is for no one can say. 
I don't know how we are going to get our 
wages; there is some talk of getting an attach- 
ment. but I don’t think it will come to any- 


thing. 

How will the workmen be able to meet the 
shut-down?’ asked the reporter.

The union could de as it 
pleased, and the Superintendent 
no more to-say than a common laborer. 
The wages have been far too high—that is, for 
bosses and skilled labor. Look at Coughlin, for 
instance, a boss roller, getting $400 a month. 
Then, if there’s a strike, outside men dare not 
come in except they want their skulls cracked. 
Jones bad just to do what the union told him. 
Heaters, $11 a day: steel-blowers, $10 to $16 a 
day; boss rollers and so on from $16 to $20 a day 
—what company could keep paying thar? Then, 
in addition to ten times as many bosses as are 
required, there are a score or more policemen, 
who are of no service, and timekeepers, yard- 
masters, etc., which never were about the milis 
until recently. In November last I offered to 
bet $50 to $10 that there would be a smash in- 
gide six months.” 

“Are the men prepared to stand a shut-down?’ 
asked the reporter. 

“Only afew of them. They mostly pay their 
bills on pay-day and then go down towu and

It was understood that Whalen was to retain 
one-third of theentire stock, the mines being 
stocked for $5,000,000 each,in two compapies. 
The par value of the stock was 850 per share. 
incorporated uoder the laws of the State of Illi- 
nois, and non-assessabie for ninety-nine years. 
Billings headed the companies as President. He 
also made the Secretary of bis bank—the Home 
National Bank of Chicago—Secretary of the 
companics.

for $530,000 commission, the foes agreed upon. 
Pease has recovered judgment three times in 
the Chicago courts. I have never denied the 
rights of Pease, nor have I ever appeared in 
court against him. Billings fought Pease in the 
courts three times, all with his own money,

Last nicht in Chicago fully 2,500 men paid 10 
cents each for lodging. They did the same 
thing the night before, and will repeat the in- 
vestment again and again. No dime which the 
poor fellows spend in the course of twenty-four 
hours brings them more substaatial returo than 
the one which goes to the lodging-housekeeper, 
Yesterday afternoon Messrs. Baumann and 
Randall, of the Citizens’ Association, ran the 
gamut of Chicago’s cheap beds from cellar to 
attic. Threading the underground mazes of 
cot, hammock, berth, bed, bunk, or shake- 
down,” the cOmmittee found much to wonder 
at, much to deplore, much to condemn.

One 
stove furnisnes all the artificial heat which the 
lodgers enjoy, and this stove is located in the 
front basement. a small space partitioned off 
as a reception-room. The odor of the 
basement was peculiar. Upon inquiry it was 
ascertained that the proprietor was attempting 
to diaguise the fumes of sewer-gas with am- 
monia. Mr. Baumann made measurements, and 
announced that ina room twenty-four feet by 
sixty there were ninety-six single beds. The 
ceiling was seven feet from the floor, and a cal- 
culation showed that when every bed was occu- 
pied the lodgers had oniy about 10 cubic feet 
each of breathing space. They should have 500 
feet. In one ot the aisiesin the rear of the 
basement the sharp eyes of the Inspector de- 
tected what be thought was a rotten section of 
plank. Stooping to investigate he found that it 
wasa hole which led to the eatohb-basin. The 
trap being raised disciosed a collection of semi- 
liquid filth which promised disease enough to 
destroy every lodger in the block. The odor 
was so gickening that the committee was 

GLAD TO GET 
out of the cellar. The fumes from the catch- 
basin are discharged directly into the cellar 
through the hole in the trap-door. 

“Tne idea of men sleeping over this hole,” 
said Mr. Baumann, “is simply revolting, when 
you consider that this isan underground room, 
damp and dark.” 

The Inspector gave the proprietor of the 
lodging-bouse at No. 330 Clark street some offi- 
ciai advice, and unless he acts upon it be will 
tind the sanitary seal of condemuation placed 
upon his disease-breeding pen. There was one 
case of small-pox in this cellar last winter. This 
winter, according to the proprietor, there has 
been “nothing worse than whisky sickness.” 

Passing No. 320 Clark street, a basement dive

went down to the basement entrance. Over the 
door was the legend: “ Lodgings, 10 cents.” 
The frout door of the lodging-bouse contained 
no pane of giass unfractured, and William 
Dwyer, the proprietor, had boarded the space 
from panei to panel. William Dwyer, like the 
other lodginghouse keeper, runs a saloon. Both 
of these saloons would shut upif the license 
fee were fixed at $500. In tne front section of 
the lodging- cellar the landlord has conspicuous- 
ly posted the rules governing his place: “All 
snoring is prohibited; no noise after 10 o'clock ;"’ 
and below this announcement is a bulletin from 
the war department countersigned by Dwyer 
announcing that positively be will not be re- 
sponsible for the safe-keeping of valuables 
which are not left with him up- stairs. 

The cellar is dark, and Mrs. Dwyer appears 
with a lamp and an invitation. The visitors tile 
through the narrow aisies between the 1l0-cent 
beds, while Mrs. Dwyer announces that she 
changes the bedding once a week and gives 

TWO SHEETS FOR TEN CENTS. 

The little cellar * accommodates” over seventy 
sleepers, and there is a bath-trough to which the 
landiady points proudly as bei the only 
bathing-tub in any 10-cent lodging-bouse in the 
city. he tub is not depreciated in the opinion 
of Mrs. Dwyer, from the fact that the lodgers 
who wash their faces and hands at all must wash 
in the same tub. The Inspector tound the sewer 
here in goed condition. There were two cascs 
of smail-pox in this cellar last winter. The 
lodgers this winter have escaped with nothing 
worse than rheumatism. 

The basement of No. 292 South Clark street is 
occupied as a 15-cent lodging-house. The front 
is of glass, although ten feet beyond the win- 
dows the occupants can distinguish nothing 
without a lamp. There is an odor of ammonia, 
but it is powerless to disguise a stronger scent 
from an adjacent closet. in the main apart- 
ment, which is forty by twenty-four feet, are 
forty-six beds. The passageways between the 
beds are wider and the celiar is better ventilated 
than the others. The lodging-houso and the 
saloon above are run by Hy Hamann,

Damon Romero, a Young Mexican, Exe- 
cuted in New Mezieo—Murderers Sen- 
tenced to Death. 

SpnrinGer, Colfax County, N. M., Feb. 2.— 
Damon Romero, a young Mexican, was 
hanged here to-day for the murder of 
William Brocksmith, a young man who 
owned a sheep ranch near Sweetwater, in 
this county. In February a year ago, 
Romero stole up behind Brocksmith, shot 
him in the head and killed him, and then 
robbed his house, took a valuable race horse 
and some arms and escaped. Gov. Sheldon 
offered $500 reward for his capture, and 
after about four weeks he was brought in, 
tried, convicted, and sentenced. ‘The Court 
of Appeals affirmed the sentence two weeks 
ago, and the Governor declined to further in- 
terfere. 

VAN Buren, Ark., Feb. 2—[Special.]—A 
dramatic scene was enacted in the United 
States Court-room at Fort Smith yesterday, 
when Judge Isaac C. Parker pronounced the 
death senteyce upon John Jacobs and Robert 
Massey, conVicted of murder, fixing the date 
of execution April 13. The condemned men 
heard their doom announced with the ut- 
most indifference, but the Judge and a num- 
ber of spectators were profoundly moved.

EVERY BIG CORPORATION WILL SOON HAVE 
A DUPLICATE. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company is 
not, it appears, the only large and well-koown 
corporation which has lost its name, so far as 
lilinois is concerned. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany, an organization which controls, with 
bardly an exception, the entire business of re- 
fining petroleum in the United States, has also 
met with a similar loss. That concern, though 
doing an extensive business in this State, has, 
naturally, never thought it worth while to or- 
ganize under the Illinois laws. It does no refin- 
ing in Illinois, but it brings an immense quan- 
tity ot oli into the State. All the oil-tank cars 
which come to Chicago, the distributing point 
fer the entire Northwest, are owned by that 
corporation. Its name is as valuable a trade- 
mark on a barrel of oil as can well de con- 
ceived. Naturaliy, therefore, it would object 
to the loss of that name at this great distribut- 
ing point. On the 14th of January a license was 
issued at Springfield by the Secretary of State 
to tne Standard Oil Company of Chic witha 
capital of $20,000. The persons nam as cor- 
porators are James C. Rogers, Charies J. Huri- 
but and John McGaffey. A reporter called last 
evening on Mr. who is a commission 
merchant, and lives at No. Glu West Washing- 
ton street. He refused, however, to furnish auy 
information about the company or who was 
back of it, simply saying that it was a new con- 
cern and weant business. 

Nothing was said at the time of organization 
about this new corparation, and no attention 
was paid to it until early this week, when some 
gentiemen inently connected with the old 
Standard Oj] Company arrived in the city from 
the East, According to a statement made a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday by an individual 
who is on the inside, these Eastern men bave 
come here for the purpose of buying up, swal- 
lowing up, or getting out of the way in some 
manner this new-fangied Illinois scorpora- 
tion, which they think would interfere ma- 
terially with them im the transacuon of their 
business. There are still some smali oil re- 
fineries which are not controlled by the Standard 
Oil Company, and it is possible that in some 
mysterious way—at least so the representatives 
of the old Standard Oil Company fear—they may 
combine with the new Liinois corporation and 
do mischief to the old company. egotiations, 
it is understood, have been going on between 
the Eastern and the Western organizations with 
a view to a compromise, but what result, if any, 
has been reached is not known. The takug out 
of the license by the Standard Ou Company 
antedates by some days that tor the new West- 
ern Union Company, and Mr. Huribut and his 
associates are, therefore, entitied to the credit 
of this new departure, which has had and is hav- 
ing so many imitators. 

THE UNITED STATES EXPRESS COMPANY. 

License was also issued yesterday afternoon 
to the United States Express Company,a cor- 
poration with a capital stock of $100,000, the 
corporators being O. C. St. Clair, P. House, and 
Charies H. Clows, of Sprmg leid.

ADVANTAGE BY USING PARAFFINE IN

American Artists Desti- 
tute of the National 
Blement ? 


‘AY Samp'e Volume of a Large 


Class of Noxious Books. 


The Periodical Publications of a 
Great Publishing House. 


Brief Mention of Half-a-Dozen Minor Works 
Literary Notes and eus. 


English and American Painters, 

The latest volume in the Illustrated Art 
lland-Books series is a work on English and 
American painters, prepared as to the former 
by Wilmot Buxton and as to the latter by 8. 
R. Koehler. in this book American artists 
are treated homeopathically. Their propor- 
tion of space in the work is as 35 to 156, 
Tnat is, out of 221 pages American artists re- 


- ceive thirty-five pages, while English paint- 


ers are favored with 186. It is true that in a 
hand-book space is limited, but the propor- 
tionate allotment here appears to be dispro- 
porticnate to the relative merits of the artists 
of the two countries. Prior to Hogarth -En- 
glish artists were but imitators and copyists, 
and with few exceptions have remained so to 
this day. ‘The influence of the foreign schools 
is predominant in their prdductions, and it is 
only the few who show any marked tendency 
to stray from the beaten paths. The 
charge of lack of originality made 
against American painters applies with equal 
force to their transatlantic brethren. More- 
over, American art began, or at least at- 
tained prominence, at about the same period 
that English art first showed signs of form- 
ing a distinctive school in the works of Ho- 
garth, Reynolds, Gainsborough, and their 
followers. Watson, Smybert, and Feke at- 
tained fame in this country early in the 


Peighteenth century. We have no especial 


fault to find with Mr. Buxton’s treatment of 
English art and artists. It is comprehen- 
sive, condensed, generally fair, and suffi- 
clently detailed to serve the purpose in- 
tended. Exactly why Benjamin est 
should be spoken of as an American paint- 
ex.“ yet classed among the English, is not 
auite clear. Neither is it evident why Copley 
—who never crossed the ocean until he was 
nearly 40—should be ranked as an eminent 
British artist! 

Mr. Koehler’s charge that American have 
no “national art“ and that there is an ab- 
sence of “a national element in the subjects 
treated,” is only partially correct. in the 
absence of any definition of what is meant 
by a “national art“ that part of his state- 
ment may be left unchallenged. The rest of 
itis eertainly obscure. American painters 
never weary of reproducing American land- 
oe oe scenes, harbor views, and the 
like. he demand for them is steadily in- 
crease and home views are the subjects 
most fe icjtously treated by.all of our best 
artists—even by those who have studied for 
years abroad. It is difficult to see where the 
* national element is to find its place in the 
works of our artists unless it in their 
choice of subjects. In genre pictures there 
is not much room for a national element,” 
yet even here the tendency is to give charac- 
teristic American surroundings. “ Girl Read- 
ing a letter,” Study ot a Peasant,” “ Read- 
ing the newspaper,“ and hosts of similar sub- 
jects from everyday life are given acces- 
sories not of perukes, wigs, gold lace, and 
court costumes, but equally picturesque 
effects are attained by such surroundings as 
we see aboutus. The “newspaper reader 
is on thé porch of a New England inn; the 
letter reader stands in the cosmopolitan 
library, and the “peasant” is crossing Long 
Island sands at Sundown. Whatever of 
„national element” can be iljustrated in this 
manner certainly is developed by the genre 
painters. In portrait painting there is but 
little room for the national element,” we 
admit. Our historical painters have been 
few in number, yet wherecan more of the 
„national element” be found than in the 
works of Trumbull, Leutze, anger or 
White? And right here Mr. Kvehler is 
guilty of inaccuracy or lack of information. 
Edwin White was the last of our historical

The Burial 
of De Sota,” “Landing of the Huguenots in 
Florida,“ Evening Hymn of the Hugue- 
nots,” Raising of the Flag at Fort Sumter,” 
“Sabbath Morning on the Mississippi,“ his 
great work, “Signing the Compact in the 
Cabin of the Mayflower,” and a number of 
other works were certainly filled with the 
‘national element,“ and all his genre 
pictures were thoroughly “national” in 
character and spirit.

Many 
of them are taken from old stock, and are 
doing service for the third or fourth time, re- 
minding us of the patent ironing table which 
was a ladder or a comfortable settee as occa- 
sion might require, and was therefore handy 
to have in the family.” The book is pub- 
lished by Scribner & Welford. 


A Book of Evil Influence.

Harpers“ Periodicals. 

The bound volumes of Harper's Monthly 
Magazine constitute a complete library in 
themselves, Covering a period of thirty or 
forty years, they furnish a record of what 
has been done in the world around us and 
illustrate important events in the most ad- 
mirable manner.

The book closes with “A Khyme of the 
Kain,” which might justly be called a song, 
for the lines sing themselves in blithest

Set the drooping grass a-springing, 
And the robiu's throat a-ringing. 


The collection would be decidedly bene- 
fited, however, if “A Woman of the War” 
were eliminated. It,is a poem so torced and 
commonplace that we can but wonder why 
the author has allowed it to mar areally good 
work by such doggerel as: 
Was there death, green death, in the atmos- 
phere? 
Was the bright steel poisoned? Who can tell? 
Her weeping friends gathered beside her bier, 
And the ciergyman told them ali was well. 


With this exception these poems are not 
such as to discourage hopes of high success 
for the future of their author, since he who 
can sing humble songs so well may yet, with 
patience and labor, set the world listening to 
some still sweeter melody.

The Radicals Dissatisfied with the 
Gladstone Government. 


Dilke and Chamberlain Regarded with 
Considerable Suspicion. 


Gladstone Seriously Ill, and Must Soon 
Give Over Work, 


Louise Michel in London—Brilish Adventurers 
in the United States. 


Lonpow, Eng., Jan. 15.—[Special Corre- 
Spondence.|~—Mr. Gladstone’s family and 
medical men are making the Jeast of the Pre- 
mier's ifiness; Mr. Gladstone’s confréres are 
only talking in subdued breath of the possible 
breaking up of this hereulean constitution and 
its possible effects upon the Liberal party and 
Parliamentary legislation. The truth is, Mr. 
Gladstone is very seriously ill; and it is per- 
fectly well known his. outward activity has 
been meant only to cover real and somewhat 
warming symptoms to which heretofore Mr. 
Gladstone has beep a stranger. The Mid- 
lothian campaign has been abandoned, for 
the present at least; and this rouses suspi- 
cion on all hands that the iliness of the great 
statesman is more serious than the puhlie 
are led to believe by the tone ot tho friendly 
press. Mr. Gladstone brooks difficulties, and 
is not daunted by sma!! obstacles. His lead- 
ershtp needs defense before the Liberal party 
of the country; and these Edinburg speeches 
were to give him the opportunity of defend- 
ing his Egyptian and Irish policies and the 
legislation on the “Laws of Procedure.” 
There ts 0 
DEEP AND WIDESPREAD DISSATISFACTION 

AMONG THE LIBERALS 
on all these questions, which has been kept 
suppressed, but not in the least eliminated. 

Mr. John Bright was the one Radical in 
the Cabinet who would not stand the reac- 
tionary ventures of Mr. Gladstone’s policy 
of war in Egypt. He withdrew in a very 
prompt and creditable. fashion, and told the 
world that the bombarding of Alexandria was 
wanton and wicked, The Radicals of the 
country perfectly well knew that the only 
English interest was the interest of the 
Egyptian bondholders; and that some of 
these are either in the Ministry, or are close- 
ly related to it.

The Egyptian campaign estranged 
the sympathies of the old-fashioned Radical 
secuon of the Liberal party, and the Irish 
legislation has been far from satisfactory. 

The present Ministry came into power 
really through the Jingo business of the 
Tories. The country was sick and tired of 
seeing its armies roaming over the continents, 
carrymg on wars, inglorious enough, with 
savage races and tribes; and the country 
turned out the Jingo party. Mr. Gladstone, 
John Bright, Joseph Chamberlain, Sir Will- 
iam Hareourt, launched unmeasured anathe- 
mus upon the Beaconstield Government for 
iis war wiih the Afghans.

It is reported that the Cabinet is united; 
that Mr. Chamberlain's conscience keeps 
pace and is on good terms with his Minis- 
terialconduct. It so. Mr. Chamberlain, Presi- 
deut of the Board of ‘Trade, is net the 
Mr. Chamberlain, the Radical Birmingham 
Mayor. ‘The half-and-half speeches of Sir 
Charles Dilke have not helped matters. He 
is trot very ure of his way when speak ing of 
needed legislation on home affairs.

house of New York, and so far as our ex- 
perience has gone, and our opvortunities for 
observation have been numerous, we are 
more than satistied that the great majority of 
the retail merchants the country over honest- 
ly try to buy the best tea they can for the 
grade it is represented to be. Asa matter of 
policy, saying nothing of the moral obliga- 
tions involved in tra it is better, 
as well as much easier, to deal fairly with 
our patrons, and we know, and every- 
body else knows—who knows anything— 
no responsible, sensible business- 
man, from the importer down to the cross-: 
ads merchant, who has a reputation and 
haracter to sustain, ever thinks of 
off on his edstomer an inferior quality o 
or any other article of merchandise f 
matter, by representing it to be something 
better than it really is, and if dealers in gen- 
eral and consumers in particular would pat- 
ronize this class of business-men more than 
they do they could always rely on getting 
full value for their money. There how- 
ever, in every community a certain e of 
rsons who are always ready to grab at any- 
hing which looks cheap, especially if some 
git is offered in counection with it as an in- 
ucement for them to buy; and if they get 
cheated in the transaction, as they gen- 
erally do, it does not appear to 
teach them anything, for they are al- 
ware ruady to bite at the next swindle 
which comes along. In the meantime they 
amuse themselves by abusing legitimate mer- 
chants, or resort to all sorts of schemes to 
get something fur nothing. 

If it is true that such gigantic frauds are 
being committed in ness that it 
has e necessary for vernment to 
interpose some laws on the subject that will 
effectually suppress or at least er the 

mportation of sperious teas more difficult, 
then it is clear to out mind at least that the 
people themselves are to a very gteat extent 
responsible for the fact, for, as we have be- 
fore remar if the cousumers of tea would 
make it a rule to patronize those merchants 
in whom they have some confidence and re- 
spect, and would be centented to pay 
what good teas are worth and refuse to 
buy the worthless stuff that is being pedd led 
over the country by itinerant merchants who 
work off. the rubbish by the aid of cheap 
chromos and cheaper crockery, the sale of 
spurious teas would very soon cease alto- 
gether. We don’t 3 however, that any- 
thing we can say on this subject will do any 
good, as there is a certain class of persons 
who will go right along in the future as in 
the past and allow themselves to be hum- 
bugged until the end of time; hence, if the 
people will drink and eat adulterated food, 
some way will be discovered to supply the 
demand, however stringent the laws may be 
on we subject. 

In regard to your yn that the retail 
merchants are making altogether too much 

rofit on teas, we desire to say that we know 

rom personal observation and experience 
that, so far as the leading retail merchants of 
the country are concerned, the consumers of 
today are getting a much better grade of 
teas for the same money they paid for an ia-” 
ferior article of tea a few years 1 We 
know that very little if any money has been 
made in the last year by the legitimate im- 
porters and jobbers of teas, who have had to 
culpete With the mean, low-grade, trash 
stuff which is really not fit to drink, and 
not cheap at any price. These teas are put 
into the auction-room, sold low in price, 
and prices quoted through thecountry. The 
public does not know anything about the 


quality, and naturally concludes that 
iney are P¢ ally g teas 
are not lower; and, ia fact, some 


kinds are actually higher. 
sider how active the competition is in all 
branches of business, when we know that 
the uiargin of profits is whittled down to the 
finest point, and what little there is made by 
good management is frequently gwallowed 
up by shrinkage in values or by the extra ex- 
penses which have fn some way crept into all 
departments of trade, when we see so many 
inyrchants go down in their desperate strug- 
gies to compete with their more tortunate 
rivals in business, it seems very strange that 
any ove whose opinion is worth anything 
should undertake to claim that the merchants 
of the present day are making too much

MISSING. 


St. Louis Excited Over the Mysteri- 
ous sappearance of Another Young 
Girl, 
St. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 2.—[{Special.]~An- 

other case of mysterious disappearance of a 

young girl has come to hght, which is all the 

more interestiniz from the fact that the last 
time the victim was seen was at an early 
| hour this morning, when, aftér being rescued 
from the possession of a scoundrel who had 
| inveigled her to the city from her country 
home, she was handed over for safe-keeping 
to the police. who took her under their pro- 
fection. This afternoofi; however, they 
claim that they know nothing about 
ber, 1 search bas failed 
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in some of the swiil-milk stables in or near 
the larger towns and cities, and they do not 
deny that a case may be found at rare inter- 
vals in some paris of the country more or 
less remote from the towns; but they deny 
emphatically that the disease is epidemic, 
and doubt the statement that it is spreadins. 

It there is on this continent a single 
county which contains as many cattle of 
highest breeding and of as great perform- 
ances at the pail or in the show-ting as are 
now in Baltimore County, Maryland, its 
name has not been made known to the pub- 
lic. Men of great wealth have undertaken 
the work of building up herds of Jerseys, of 
Aberdeen-Angus, and of other cattle which 
shall not have their equals in America. They 
have not hesitated to spend money lavishly 
when by so doing they could secure animals 
of great value. Without reference to data, 
whieh might considerably enlarge the 
list, one may count in the suburbs 
ot Baltimore City seventeen herds 
of Jerseys in which are DZ 
females of great value, and costly herds 
of Guernseys, Ayrshires, Duteh-Friesians, 
Aberdeen-Augus, and Herefords. Owners 
of these herds ask if it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that they would permit without protest 
the continuance of a condition of affairs 
which would constantly threaten these herds 
with extermination. 

Unpleasant as they no doubt wefe, the 
articles published in the West, the reports 
there current, somewhatexaggerated as they 
may have been by the fears of Western stock- 
men, and the resolutions adopted by agricult- 
ural and hive-steck associations served to 
fully awaken the breedere of the Kasgernu 
States to the necessity they were under of 
exerting themselves earnestly if they would 
not lose their Western customers, and for the 
protection of property in which large sums 
were invested. 5 

In 1880 an act was passed by the General 
Assembly of Maryland “to prevent the 
spread of infectious or contagious pléuro- 

nenmonia among the rattle of this State.“ 
This act makes it the duty of the Governor 
to take measures to promptly suppress the 
disease and prevent it from spreading. It 
gives him power to quarantine, slaughter, or 
destroy animals known or suspected to be 
afflicted with the disease, but it makes no ap- 
proprlation for the purpose of paying part or 
all of the value of animals so slaughtered. 
Bat when animals are siaughtered a 
record of the fatriy-appraised value 
is to be kept, that the next ensuing 
General Assembiy may be induced to make 
payment. The attention of Gov. Hamiiton 
was called to the existence of the disease in 
at least one herd, but be refused to sanction 
the slaughter of the animals upon the ground 
that the State could not legally destroy the 
property of an individual without making 
suitable recompense therefor, and that as no 
money had been set aside from whiich to pay 
for such property he would not order the 
Slaughter of the herd. Through the efforts 


ot a lawyer of Baltimore, who is largely in- 


terested in derseys, a contract was made by 
which the owner agreed to take his chances 
of securing his pay from the State, and the 
herd was slaughtered and the disease stainped 
out. 

Fully aroused to the gravity of the case 
the Maryland Live-Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion in August last adopted resolutions as 
follows: 

Wreanas, During the past few months thé 
Western and Southern agricultural press has 
asserted in the most positive terms that coa- 
tegious pleuro-pneumonia exists aud is out 
increase among the cattle in many sections o 
our State; and 

WHEREAS, Such assertions, whether true or 
false, are equally damaging to our interests as 
breeders of improved live stock; and 

Waun. We believe that ample provision 
for stamping out the disease bas been made by 
the General Assembly of Maryland in its act of 
1580, which peeds ouly rigorous enforcement to 
accompiish the purpose; and whereas the Gov- 
ernor bas asked our assistance in ferrefing out 
the existence of the disease which is in many 
instances cencealed until the diseased animals 
have been disposed of, thus adding ereatiy to 
the dangers of its increase; therefore.

The publication of the abovein the Balti- 
more papers brought from one who was not 
a member of the association a report of the 
existence of the disease in an adjoining coun- 
ty.

It is believed that the act of 1880 will meet 
the requirements of the case, provided an ap- 

ropriation great enough to pay promptly 
the fairly appraised value of the animals and 
other property it may be necessary to de- 
stroy. That such an appropriation will be 
made by the Assembly next winter Maryland 
breeders devoutly hope. That they will 
earnestly work to secure all needed legisla- 
tion they earnestly declare. All the intelli- 
gent, progressive, and honorable breeders, 
farmers, and business-men who understand 
the case are a unitin favor of utterly eradi- 
cating the disease, which finds its larking 

laces only in the swill-milk stables and in 

hose of the more shiftless and eareless peo- 
ple who buy cows from the stock-yards cow- 
scalpers. Certainly there seems to be reason 
to hope that with wealth, energy, and intelli- 
gence upon the side of health and safety that 
State will soon find itself perfectly free from 
the taint which now injures the interests of 
every breeder within her borders, and threat- 
ens their best herds with irreparable loss, 
Many if not all of those who own highily- 
bred animals in Maryland are, N 
enough, very anxiovs to prevent the ap- 
proach of any other catile which they are not 
positively assured have not been exposed to 
the contagion. Some of the herds are so 
isolated that they are practically in quaran- 
tine, as no other cattie are allowed to come 
on the farm where they are. 

Tux TRIBUNE has received from a number 
of the more prominent breeders of Maryland 
strong assurances that they will heartily 
support any bill which may be brought be- 
fore Congress for the purpose of stamping 
out .pleuro-pneumonia wherever in the 
United States it may exist. They do not 
however, agree With Western and many o 
the Eastern men that the Hatch bill which 
now awaits the action of the United States 
Senate would be better than nothing, bat 
hold the view that it would be better to wait 
a few tenths until Congress shall again 
meet atid then try to get a law the provisions 
of which shall amply cover all the require-

loss of independence which attends many of 
the occupations into which women without 
means naturally drift when suddenly com- 
pelled to work to support themselves and 
perhaps others. Womeu who have no train- 
ing for any special work other than house- 
keeping naturally and almost invariably 


turn to the needle for support when the ne- 
cessity comes for eafhing their own living. 
That they should so generally refuse to do 


for others that which they have long done 
for themselves, housekeeping and cooking, 
is somewhat remarkable. 

The life of the woman who, in the larger 
towns at least, depends solely upon her earn- 
ings with the nee@le for existence is one al- 
most withont hope of improvement. The 
competition is so keen and the pay so small 
that little more than a bare existence can be 
gained, even by the most constant and wear- 


ing toil. 
anything which seems to promise an oocu- 
pation which will give independence, com- 
parative ease, and necessaries ot civilized 
life excites interest at once. Poultry-raising, 
floriculture, and beekeeping seem to promise 
something of this. If these occupations are 
followed hear large towns the are likely to 

rove more profitable than near villages. It 
S almost necessary that the Horiculturist 
should be close to a large town or city to se- 
eure success. 

The hatehm of chickens artificially has 
been suggested as one of the occupations by 
which women may gain a comfortable liveli- 
hood. Not a few of the incubators offered 
are so high in price or so difficult of manage- 
ment that few women who need their aid can 
afford to buy one. They neédadevice which 
is simple, easily managed, and inexpensive. 
It is said that rather more than a hundred 
years ago Dr. Reaumur, the inventor of the 
thermometer which still bears his name, dis- 
covered that eggs might be hatched success- 
fully by placing them where they would be 
kept at the proper temperature by the heat 
from manure from horses. A few years ago 
this method was revived by Prof. Corbett, of 
New York, who applied his Yankee inge- 
nuity to the work, and sueceeded in over- 
coming many if not all of the obstacies to 
success, but has for some reason not yet 
succeded in driving all the hens out of busi- 
ness, although he did succeed in winning 
about half a hundred medals. 

The plau followed is to prepare a bed of 
horse manure much as gardeners do for hot- 
beds by forking it over carefully and thor- 
oughly. It seems to be essential that this 
manure should be from horses fed with 
grain, as that from those not so fed fails to 
supply enough heat te hateh the eggs with 
uniform certainty. Of course the material 
should be free trom snowor ice. The ma- 
nure should be built into a 1 about six 
feet square, and ina building which is well 
ventilated, and should be without a floor. 
When the heap is about eighteen inches 
deep the hateh apparatus should be 
placed in the middie. This should be a box 
or a barrel, of which the wood should not be 
too thick—a flour barrel is. as good as any- 
thing. The manure should be built u 
around this, but none of it should be packe 
down. Means should be taken for ventila- 
tion. The temperature will probably rtse to 
120 to 130 degrees, but before the eggs are 
put in it should be reduced to 100 to 102 
degrees, and should be kept at 100 to 105 de- 
grees, care being taken to remove the egas 
out every day to cool. The building should 
not be allowed to become so cold that the 
eggs cannot be removed without danger of 
their becoming chilled. 

After the chicks are hatched they should 
be placed ina box kept at an even tempera- 
ture by betng surrounded with manure, 
much as the hatehing apparatus should be. 
There should be no corners into which the 
chicks ean crowd and smother or trample the 
weaker ones to death. These make the 
simplest and least expensive apparatus for 
the purpose. What dilliculties may be found 
in the practical management experience 
alone will tell. It is not unlikely that the 
regulation of the temperature would require 
much care and experience, but it is possible 
that the apparatus will give fairly satisfac- 
tory results for a nominal outlay. 


The Farm Fish. 

In regard to the conditions necessary to 
the successful culture of carp there seems to 
be a general misunderstanding. A well- 
known agricultural paper recently stated 
that ina pond covering an area of fifty to 


seventy feet diameter, and not necessarily 
costing more than about $50, thousands of 
carp can be raised, to furnish abundant food 


for the table and sport for those who love 
The pond might be made an orna- 
ment to the lawn, and more to like effect. 

In a report on the carp and its culture in 
rivers and lakes, issued by the United States 
Commission of Fish and Fisheries; the 
author, Rudolph Hessel, who has charge of 
the Government fish-hatching establishment 


in Washington, says that in stocking ponds 
“three females are calculated te two 
males, sometimes twice that number, 
per acre.” The most liberal estimate 
of the number of the increase “will not,” 
he says, “exceed 800 to 1000 young 
fishes to one spawner, the aggregate per 
acre amounting to from 4,000 to 5,000.” Too 
many young fish should never be. kept in a 
pond. From 4,000 to 5,000 young fish to the 
acre require a pond very rich in natural 
food. Where there are too many young fish 
in a pond they grow very. slowly, as want of 
au abundance of food retards their growth 
materially. In ponds thus overstocked fish 
are sometimes scarcely more than two inches 
long when 2 years old. The head grows a 
little, but the body remains small. Under 
favorable conditions the fish will attain a 
weight of two and three-fourths to three and 
one-fourth pounds when 249 years old in the 
Northern States, and may grow to two and 
three-fourths to four pounds in one year in 
warm climates. 

It from an area of an acre the farmer can 
secure even 500 fishes of an average weignt 
of two pounds dressed, he will have 
received 1,000 pounds of food of ex- 
cellent quality. Estimated as be 
worth five cents a pound on the 
farm the income from each acre would be 
850 per year. This would be without plow- 
ing, planting, or cultivating, and with but 
a little labor and care in breeding and in 
harvesting. This estimate is much below 
the results which experience shows may be 
attained by care and skill, bat it Is probably 
nat 400 low for the general average. There 
is no doubt that many will try carp culture, 
and fail. They may be of that class which is 
ever rendy to enter upon any new scheme 
which seem te prom large results from 
little labor, and whieh is equally ready to 
abandon the new enterprise as impracticable 
— soon as it is diseovéred that care and sys- 
em is necessary to success,. To the farmer 
who is systematic, observant, and caretul, 
carp culture promises a most satisfactory 
means for increasing his comfort and profits.

It is earhestly hopéd that some of pro- 
posed plans for making the signai-service 
repos of practical value to farmers geter- 
ally along lines of the railroads will be 
ere long put into successful operation. Some 
of the plans suggested seem to be simple 
and well worth trying, upon the theor 
if they did no guod they could do no harm. 
If by being forewarned of the approach of 
bad weather the farmer shail be enabled to 
save a part of his harvest, or to make suita- 
ble provision for protecting property of vari- 
ous kinds from approaching Storms, the cost 
of the service wil 1 repaid. As it is, 
the signal service is kept in operation largely 
for the benefit ot commerce on the waters, 
which, vast and valuable as it may be, ts in- 
significant when compared with agriculture.

The Telecraphic War. 

Judge Moran decided the case of the Mu- 
tual Union Telegraph Company against the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, which 
came up on a motion for injunction. The 
bill alleged that the Mutual Union was a 
telegraph company organized and incorpo- 
rated and doing business. That it had about 
46,000 miles of telegraph lines and 1,100 
offices, and holds itself out to do a general 
telegraph business, relying on the duty of 
other telegraph lines in the country to 
do their duty under the law. The West- 
ern Union is organized for a similar 
purpose under the laws of New 
York, and running its lines to places to 
whieh the lines of the Mutual did not run. 
In domg its business it has messages sent to 
it from its patrons directed to points to 
which its own lines do not extend, and it has 
been in the habit of taking such dispatches 
to the Western Union oflice. The Western 
Union, however, 

REFUSES TO RECEIVE 

any transfer messages from competing lines 
at competing points, as is charged, and has 
also charged extra ratesin certain cases to 
the Mutual Union, and, likewise refused to 
accept or transmit night messages, and the 
bill was filed to compel the Western Union 
“to be fair.“ 

The Judge, after reviewing the allegations 
of the bill, said the main question seemed to 
be whether or not the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company was compelled to receive 
trom the hands of the Mutual Union or its 
agents telegraphic dispatches dated at Chi- 
cago, directed to points on the Western 
Union lines and which were not reached by the 
Mutual Union lines. The Western Union and 
other telegraph companies exercised a quasi 
public employment. That seemed to be in 
substance the language of the courts where- 
ever they had been compelled to define the 
relation of such companies to the public. They 
were engaged in the performance of a quasi 
public employment, and there were certain 
— duties and relations which they were 

und to discharge, because the law of the 
State clothed them with certain pubtie rights, 
such as that of eminentdomain. They were 
protected by certain penal statutes from be- 
ing used as instruments of fraud by 2 
bogus dispatches sent over their lines. A 
common law they were 

. BOUND TO RECEIVE 

from all persons who offered them dispatches 
and tendered them the ordinary rates and 
perhaps submitted to ‘their ordinary 
rules with reference to writing on 
their blanks—they were bound at common 
law to transmit all such messages in the or- 
der iu which they were received without 
favor or partiality. Sec. 6 of act on 
telegraph companies provided that if any 
—— or company owuing or operating any 
ine in the State refused to receive any dis- 
patch from — other company owning or 
operating a telegraph line in the State, or 
should refuse or willfully negiect to trans- 
mit the same in good faith and without par- 
tiality, it should forfeit all rights and fran- 
chises, ete. That statute seemed to be 
broader than those of any other 
States on the same _ subject. Other 
statutes made adistinction between telegraph 
lines which were competing and parallel, but 
the Lilinois law did not recognize any such 
difference. The Western Union Company 
contended that the statute only applied to 
such dispatches transmitted for some dis- 
tance over its lines. The Judge said he was 
not able to accept such aconsiruction. It is 
a statute made to declare the public policy in 
reference to the company, and it did not 
seem! that it became the duty of the court to 
minimize anything nor to interpolate any- 
thing into the statute. 

The next question was whether acourt was 
to say that a company which held itself out 
as doing a general telegraph business was 
putting itself in a position amounting toa 
fravdulent position by the representation 
that it transacted a general telegraph busi- 
ness.

A GENERAL TELEGRAPH BUSINESS. 

It was manifestly true that no company 
could transmit m to every point that 
a person desired to seu them. But it would 
be a harsh construction of the law to say 
that a company having 46,000 miles of lines 
and 1,100 officers did not transact a general 
telegraph business, and it would be dif- 
cult to define how many miles of 
line and how many officers would 
be necessary for such general business.

or lower at the next or subsequent . quota- 
tions. The pretense that the contracts were 
made with a rm intention to deliver at the 
maturity of the contract was negative 
by the course of business as really 
done and by the terms of the printed forms 
themselves. When the trader put up $5 with 
the form of contract stating that he sold or 
bought 500 bushels of wheat, he did so with 
a positive agreement that if the market went 
against him to the extent Of his $5 he was 
absolutely absolved from the contract he 
had made. His $5 was all he risked. He 
bet his money, and the click of the ticker de- 
cided the bet against him. It, on the other 
hand, the quotations showed in his 
favor and he wanted the money he 
had won, he went to the window, 
made the opposit deal, which the shop 
under the rules of the business must take, 
stated on the ticket of the prior deal that he 
made the last one to close the former, 
the commission was deducted, he was 
paid what was coming to him, and he de- 
parted, having won his bet, and thus ended 
the transaction. There had been no more of 
real grain in the entire proceeding than there 
was of solid timbers in the fabric of a vision. 
Such deals, it was manifest, 

DID NOT AFFECT THE MARKET PRICE. 
They were wagers merely that the market 
price, as established on the Board of Trade, 
would be higher or lower at the next quota- 
tion.

Under such conditions, no matter what the 
words of the contract or the inteation the 
trader might have fo: the instant, the scheme 
must be beld to be one of those subtile in- 
ventions to abrogate the just principles of 
law, but which could not blind the court to 
the true nature of the business.

THE POLICY OF TUE STATE. 

It had been repeatedly beld that courts 
would not compel the furnishing of that 
which was in itself d and lawful when 
the purpose for which it was to be used was 
to aid and assist in the carrying on of a busi- 
ness that was illegal, immoral, or against 
public policy. 

From the numerous decisions of the courts 
it appeared that even the telegraph company 
had entered into a positive agreement or 
contract to furnish Nohe the quotations 

to be obtained in the present 
a specified length of time, 
the contract fixed liqui- 
dated damages for the breach of it. 
Still on a bréach and the refusal of the tele- 
graph company to perform, they could, on 
being sued, set up a plea that the purpose for 
which the quotations were used by Nohe 
was to ald him in carrying on a traffic which 
was in violation of public policy and against 
good morais. Even in a court ot law the 
company would be excused from the pay- 
ment of damages for breach of ir 
covenant. How much weaker must be com- 
plainaut's position in a court of equity, where 
no one could come into court 
WITH UNCLEAN HANDS? 
Even where a complainant had a legal right, 
but the purity of his purpose was doubtful, 
he would be left to his remedy at law, on the 
ground that a court of equity: could not be 
made an instrument, even where a legal 
right existed, to aid in any manner a = 
pose against good morals or public policy. 
The plea of the complainant that his busi- 
ness was no more gambling than the trans- 
actions on the regular board could not avail 
him. He must have clean hands himself, as 
he was the one seeking relief. On that ground 
alone, without reference to the other ques- 
tions involved. the injunction must be dis- 
solved. Nohe’s remédy, if he had any, 
against the alleged discrimination must 
sought elsewhere than in a court of equity.

A War of Rates Among the Companies 
Operating Lines Between New York, 
Baltimore, and Washincton. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 2,—[Special.]—A 

war in telegraph rates among the companies 
operating lines between Washington, Balti- 
more, and New York has commenced, and, 
judging from the preliminary skirmishes, it 
will be alively one. The public cannot fail 
to be benefited. The Bankers’ & Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company, recently organized for 
business principally between New York and 
Washington, was the aggressor. Tuesday it 
was announced by circular that a reduction 
in rates for telegrams to 20 certs for ten 
words between New York and Baltimore and 
New York and Washington would go imto 
effect. The circular was widely distributed. 
It gives the directions of five offices 
in New York, five in Phiiadelphia, two 
in Washington, and*three in this city. As 
soon as the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany was advised of the reduction it fol- 
lowed suit, and orders were sent to the Bal- 
timore office to lower to 20 cents for ten 
words and two cents for each additional word 
between New York and Baltimore, and 15 
cents and one cent, instead of 25 cents and 
two cents, between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. Between Washington and New York 
the rates are 20 cents and two cents. The 
Mutual Union promptly followed suit. 
and in consequence picked up consid- 
erable busivess. The Baltimore & Ohio 
Telegraph Company was not heard from 
until late last night, and then it announced 
a still further reduction toa uniform rate of 
15 cents between New York and Waslhing- 
ton, New York and Baltimore ana Philadel- 
phia, and 8 and New York, This 
company will also issue circulars setting 
forth that its system is such as will enable it 
to effectively and satisfactorily serve the 
public, and it warus its opponents that

GOUGAR VS. MAN DLER. 


The Day Consumed in Wrangling Over 
a Charge of Prejudice Against Twe of 
the Jurors. 

LAFAYETreE, Ind., Feb. 2.—[{Special.j— 
This has been the most exciting day in court 
since the opening of the Gougar-Mandler 
case. Judge Gould ruled that Mandler's 
statement to Mayor MeGinley was admissi- 
ble. Immediately after defendant's attorney 
presented an aftidavit from Mandler alleging 
bias and prejudice upon the part of two of 
the jurors—John Obenchain and James Ship- 
ley. The explosion of a torpedo in the court- 
room would not have created greater sur- 
prise. Plaintiff’s attorneys, were evidently 
expecting something of the oe and a hur- 
ried conference was held. “It was an im- 
portant point in the case. Defendant had 
put in a large amount of evidence in mitiga- 
tion, but nothing in support of his specilfic 
charge. , 

The affidavit of George Wallace charged 
that about Jan. 1 Shipley, one of the present 
jurors, had said, respecting this suit, that 
plaintiff had “ commenced on a small fish“ 
(meaning Mandler), “ but would next go for 
bigger fish.“ The complaint against Oben- 
chain was that, when asked if he would con- 
tribute to Mandler’s defense, he had replied 
he would rather give $25 to assist plalutiff to 
prosecute. One of these affidavits bore date 
Jan. 80 and another Jan. 3. One of. plam- 
tik 's attorneys was not slow in making the 
point that defendant had been aware of 
the alleged misconduct on the part of 
the jurors for several days, but, instead of at 
once calling the court’s attention thereto, had 
put in evidence a large amount of stuff cal- 
culated to beslime plaintiff, and now pro- 

sed to craw! out of the responsibility, and 
et all of this evidence go to the world with- 
outone word of explanation, or even an op- 
portunity to refute it. Complaint was also 
made of plaintiff’s remarks concerning the 
rulings of the court, where she spoke of it as 
an outrage, and aiso to the action of Wallace 
yesterday, after court adjourned. Defend- 
ant’s attorneys made the novel prop- 
osition to excuse Shipley and Oben- 
chain, and complete the case with 
ten jurors. Plaintiff refused to accept, 
arguing that if final judgment was in de- 
fendant’s favor he could not complain, and 
if favorable to plaintiff then defendant 
might show, if he could, that the jurors had 
been guilty of misconduct, and get a new 
trial. The court-room was entirely too small 
to hold the people, so great was the interest 
manifested. Judge Gould finally refused to 
discharge the jury, and adjourned until 

Monday. Much surprise is expressed that 

defendant’s attorneys should go on for three 

days with evidence foreign to the specific 
charge, all the time having aflidavits made 
out and sworn to charging misconduct on 
the part of the jurors. Judge Gould stated 
that he would take action looking to punish- 
ing Wallace for contempt. 


A MISSPENT LIFE. 


Attempted Suicide at Boston of a Man 
Who Inherited a Fortune and [Syent 
the Most of It in BRictous Liviuc.

Returning from one of these 
journeys, he fell in love with a woman of 
tarnished reputation and married her. From 
that time his downward steps were quick- 
ened.

Ile provided her with diamonds, 
catriages, and an elegant home, which she 

did not appreciate. ‘lhe life she had led had 

charms for her which she could not deny. 

Benedict forgave her errors, but she con- 

tinued her inconstancies. It is stated that 

the husband on one occasion, becoming des- 
perate, shot his wife, and that on another oe- 
ension he had her and her paramour arrested 
on the charge of adultery. The wife exerted 
her influence over him, and as a result Bene- 
dict bailed both of the culprits out and never 
pressed the charge. 
wife, who is said to be very good looking 
and has the appearance of a lady, left 
him and went to live with a barber in 

Providence, Kk. After this Bene- 

dict seemed very much depressed, and 

has since been more dissipated than ever. 

He was very extravagant in the use of his 

money, spending hundreds of dollars night- 

ly upon his companions for liquors and 

cigars. Finally, although 35 years of age, a 

guardian was placed over him, and he was 

only allowed 8325 a month spending money.

which is on the third floor. Three days,” 
said he; you will be contined to the hoapi- 
tal, and no visitors can be allowed to see you 
while you are there. After that you can 
come down stairs, where you will find some 
pleasant companions and can enjoy yourselt 
as you please, and where your visitors. will 
always be welcome. In a few days yeu will 
be all right, and you may depend, my dear 
brother, we will do what we can to make 
you happy. Here we are.” 
The hospital proper is a long, narrow room 
at the end of, and at right angtes with, a wide 
corridor, both forming a letter I. Ou each side 
of the corridor there are roonis which are 
used for various purposes connected with 
the hospital—bedrooms for patients when 
the hospital is tull, or for those who require 
isolation, lecture and dining room, bathroom, 
storeroom, etc. The windows in every room 
here are.covered with anetting of heavy iron 
rods, and a ponderous door at the entrance 
to the corridor, which is always kept locked, 
is the only means of communication with the 
rest of the building. In fact, the hospital is 
a close prison, and conducted exactly likely 
one, surly Warden and all, as the Inmate soon 
discovers.

The duties are to 
sweep the floors and make the beds in the 
hos (tal, and also to carry up the meals, 
build the fires, and do anything else “the 
Doctor” orders. Though 2 ove isliable 
to be called on to fill the post, it is usually a 
free patient who is selected, and he must at- 
tend to the duties while he remains an in- 
mate. The eating-room is one of the small 
rooms off the corridor, and is also used as a 
lecture-room, the walls being decorated 
with highly-colored pictures of the internal 
anatomy of the human body, There are 
about ten large pictures of the human stom- 
ach: The healthy or testotaler's stomach, 
moderate drinker’s stomach, stomach after a 
debauch, delirium tremens, scirrhees, can- 
cerous, adipose, ete.; also pictures iUlustrat- 
ing the effects of drink on the lungs, 
brain, liver, kidneys, ete. The table 
was covered with a red cloth, with 
napkins to correspond, and on a tray 
in the centre there were two large bed-room 
pitchers, one containing weak coffee, and the 
other weak beef-tea made from Liebia’s ex- 
tratt. ‘ihe remainder of the meal consisted 
of bread, butter, and biscuit, it was really 
an appetizing repast, and though not exactly 
what a healthy man would select was un- 
doubtedly an excellent meal for a convales- 
cent drunkard. The patients, reporter 
included, were all blessed with 
healthy appetites, and the bowls of 
beef-tea, cups of coffee, and slices of bread 
and butter disappeared with wondrous 
rapidity.

Let me see 
the hands up, when immediately every hand 
was promptly raised in token of acquies- 
cence. He talked a good deal about

urginz the ininates to use it as moderately as 
possible, and do without it altogether if they 
were able, as its use undoubtedly created a 
thirst for liquor; and explained that owing 
to the crowded state of the house the smok- 
ing-room had to be taken for other purposes, 
but the inmates were allowed to smoke in the 
yard outside. After commenting on the ne- 
cessity for mutual help and good-fellowship, 
and expressing his conviction thatall present 
would assist in an observance of the regula- 
tions, he concluded by assuring them that in 
him they would always find a faithful advo- 
cate and friend.

how intoxicants weaken and debase them, 
and also how they can be resuscitated and 
recover their normal condition,” but his 
meanm is made simple and plain as A BC 
in his daily lectures. 

The other lectures are of a physiological 

ure, and are illustrated by the pictures 
already referred to. Regarding these the 
Professor says: “These charts are intended 
to illustrate the process of digestion, respira- 
tion, circulation, the building up and tearing 
down of the physical tissues of the body. and 
how alcohol 7 the vital functions of 
physical life and finally destreys it.” 

Ine lectures occupy about an hour each in 
delivery.

The Hog-Stealing Cases, 

George J. Brine was the first witness called 
yesterday moratng in the hog-stealing cases be- 
fore Judge Williamson in the Criminal Court. 
He was examined by Col. Munn, and testified 
that he wasin the employ of Armour & Co. in 
November, 1879. At that time the firm cousist- 
ed of Philip Armour, Herman Armour, Michael 
Cudahy, and John C. Black. 

In the cross-cxamination by Mr. O'Brien the 
witness said be was employed in a general ca- 


pacity. 

Mr. O'Brien remarked, Tou did the general 
standing around, I suppose?” 

The witness replied, * Yes, sir; and sometimes 
the sitting around.” 

Mr. O Brien then let the witness go. 

Charles Lennon testified that he sorted hogs 
for Armour & Co., and bad been in their empioy 
since December, 177. His duties were to keep 
a record of the pens and count the hogs. He 
said there was what was called a kili-out” 
about Nov. 7, 1878, of all the bogs in the peas, 
and anotber ove in the first week in December. 
About this time there was also a “ count- out 

THE “KULL-OUTS” AND COUNT-OUTS’ 
were for the purpose of taking an account of 
stack. A large number of hogs had n missed. 
and it was for the purpose of finding out where 
they went to that the count-out™ was made. 
The record sbowed a sbortage of about 500 
boss. 4 clerk named James Howe 
kept the record. The witness said 
he k>@w Jerry Sbehan, James Miller, and 
Mansea McMullen, and tad often seeu them 
avout the yards. Had heard that Miller was in 
the peuitentiary. The witness said be bad a 
conversation with Jerry Shehan in one of the 
scale-houses shortiy after counting the hogs. 
Jerry asked him if any dogs had been stolen or 
missed in any way, and if there wasany way to 
find out save by a “kill-eout.”” Bhehan was 
aware of the position beld by the witeess, and 
wus familiar with. the viaduct, chute. and pens. 
The witness had a diagram made by Himself of 
the different piaces bogs were put or driven 
to. The witness said be noticed about the time 
referred to that one of the pens had a red pad- 
look on, and etterwardstpis lock was replaced 
bs +, smalier one. He then changed the lock 
an 

NAILED UP THE GATE. 

In the cross-examination Mr. Forrest the 
witness said the drivers put hogs from other 
pens into those of Armour Xo. The drivers 
wight steal hogs, be said, but be didn't think it 
eo The witness snid he told Michael Cud- 

duhy, the Superintendent, of the conversation 
he had had with Jerry Shehan relative to the 
matter of stolen bogs. 

r. Trude then questioned the witness about 
the 8 of counting bogs. The witness re- 
garded himself as a good counter, and was able 
to count acourately a large number of hogs as 
they entered or left a pen. The witness was not 
abie to count cattie, because of their size, unless 
be stood on a fence. Mr.°*Trude asked bim if be 
could count rabbits, andthe witness said he 
didn’t know, but he knew he could count hogs. 

arena Gainey eatit that he worked for 
Arwour & ovember, 1878, counting and 
splitting —— — In November there was a 
shurtage in the count, and he reported the fact 
to the bookkeeper. He did not know this sbort- 
age of bie owe knowledge, but was told so. 

James Howe sam he was bookkeeper for 
Armour & Co., and held that position in 1879. 
The witness said be made the entries from what 
Gajcey and Lennon told him. He had the book 
in court, and read entries therefrom as to the 
time the kül-outs and count-outs were 
made. Counsel for the defendants objected to 
the book, and the court overruled the objection. 
The witness said a kill-out"’ was when all the 
hogs were killed, and a “ count-out” was ~@ 
count of the live ones. 

Mra. Sarah Harty, a sister-in-law of Michael 
Harty, testified that in November, 1879, she lived 
at the corner of Hanover and Busbuei! streets. 


She said she knew James Shehan and Miller, and 


pointed them out. Sbe had seen James Schaan 

bring envelopes to the house, and they were 

opened by her brother-in-law, These envelopes 
CONTAINED MONEY. 


On one oocasion her brother-jn-jaw opened one 
of these and gave 4 $5 bit to her tittie girl to 
buy a cloak with. She heard Miiler and Harty 
talk about trouble at the Stock- Yards and about 
stealing hogs. She beard them call each other

Scientific Soap Buabbies. 
[Philadelphia Record ]J— The ‘soap-bubdble has 
pow come within the reach of science. By 
means of those gaueg viobes many beautiful 
and interesting experiments gh been mude at 
the Franklin Institute durt lecture by Mr. 
D. 8. Holman, Actuary o the Institute. ou 
“Sowe Effects of Light and Sewund.” The in- 
strument used were the Holman lantern mi- 
croscope and the same gentieman’s later ing 
veation, the phoneidscope, which may be freely 
trapsiated into “seeing sound.” The former 
instrument consists of a metal box containumg 
an oxy-hydrogen light, which is thrown at any 
angie by condensing lenses upon the objct to be 
magnified. This light is retlected off at another 
angie through a magoifying lens onto a screen, 
where the object is displayed greatly magoitied, 

The phoneidscope consists of athiu metal tube, 
on ove end of which is a tin capin which a hole 
one inch square is cut, and at the other end is 
a jarwe mouthpiece, such as are used on speak- 
hig tubes. Tne soap-bubbie preparation is 
composed d oleate of soda and giycerine, and 
from ig bubbles two feet in diameter and of — 
ceeding-brilliaacy ean be blown. Some of 
have been kept torty-eight hours under g — 
The lecture dipped the small end of the pho- 
neidscope into a saucer filled with this prepara- 
tion which left a film across the square open- 
ing. The cone of light from the iantern was 
then thrown upon the film and retiected upon a 
svreen through the inazuifying leas, making a 
figure about tour feet square. 

The effect was beautiful. At first nothing but 
a gray surface was seen, then gieams of color 
apveared, and in a moment the whole square 
was a mass of dazziing briiliancy, which would 
have put to shame apy kaicidnseope ever made, 
Every instant the beautiful picture changed; 
now wonderful design in red and yellow, look - 
ing like a tea-store chromo of an Italian sun- 
set; then shifting toa @warm of peacocks’ tails 
or a pantomime transformation scene struck 
by lightning, and as shddenly changing toa 
sombre view in blue and purple or a rainbow 
dancing a waltz. Aftershowing several of these 
pictures the lecturer proceeded to show the 
effects of sound upon the soap-bubble. A 
couplet was sung ioto a pbhooograph, the movth- 
piece of which was placed ugainst the mouth- 
piece of the phoneidscope. and the crank was 
turned. As the sound issued forth a curious 
effect was produced upon the picture. Geo- 
metricai tigures in black appeared upon it, small 
und distiuct whenthe notes were bigh, large and 
less ciearly cut when the notes were low. 
Around and among these black figures whirled 
the always changing colors, red, blue, green, 
and yeliow, in all their varying sbedes, melting 
into one another too quickly for their blending 
to be followed by the eye. Human voices also 
sang to the soap-bubbie, and with ually cu- 
rious results. It is proposed to exhibit this 
experiment on a very large scale as soon as the 
new lantern microscope now being made for 
the institution is finished.

Duten Jobbery. 
In connection with the enormously rich tin 
mines of Riliton, in the Dutch East ludies, a dis- 
pute has arisen between the Chamber and the 
Government of the Netheriands which bids fair, 
says the London Standard, to lead to a Mirtis- 
terial crisis, and, not imprubably, to bring about 
the resignation of some of the Ministers and 
other high officials.

Eastern Exchange Weak—Stocks

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market continues quiet. A 
fair city demand for funds was reported,7 per 
cent being the usual rate of interest. The stormy 
weather interferes with business, and country 
orders are email in the aggregate.” No addi- 
tional light was thrown on the Union Steel Mill 
failure, which appears to have fallen lightly on 
the banks. 

The aggregate of cleurings of the Chicazo 
banks yesterday was $14,600,000; being an in- 
crease of $4,800,000 over the total for Thursday. 
The deliveries of produce on February contracts 
formed the reason for most of this increase, but 
there was also more than the average amount of 
money paid on maturing paper. The storm is 
making eollections slow on money already due, 
and is reducing the volume of business to the 
basis of future payments. There is very little 
money due from Chicago to the seaboard. 

The internal-revenue receipts tyvesterday were 
$26,318, whisky paying $19,175 and cigars and 
tobacco $4511. The customs collections were 
$14,824. 

Eastern exchange was quoted dull at 80c dis- 
count per $1,000, which invites the ordering of 
poney hither from New York, 

Foreign exchange was quiet and steady. In 
New York exchange is quoted strong, and it is 
thought that gold will not be received from Eu- 
rope in any considerabie sums until our staples 
are more freely exported. Following arg local 
quotations: Sterling was quoted at 483% for 
sixty days, and at 48T on demand; actual rates 
at 463@486%. English documentary at 480% and 
484. Coutinental exchange was quoted as fol- 
iows: Rankers’ francs, ilk and 517%; docu- 
mentary bills, 625% and 5264; bankers’ marks, 
044 @95% ; documentary marks, Nl. 

It was reported on the street yesterday that 
an Eastern rolling-mill and a local grocery 
bouse had failed. The story was pure tiction, 
and probably originated in the addied brain of 
some frequenter of gamblers’ alley. 

The New York stock market was again weak 
yesterday, with a reaction toward noon, which 
did pot amount to much. There is no special 
attack on any particular property, perbaps be- 
cause the bears thought that it would be a work 
ot supererogation to pound the market under 
curreat conditions. The verificatiun of the pre- 
ceding day's rumor with reference to the Union 
Iron & Steel Millis was cited as a cause for 
weakness, but Dodlders did not throw their 
property badly, there being a general hope that 
the financial trouble will not spread further. 

Tue Burlington arrangement to run over the 
new Denver line from Denver to Ogden, mak- 
ime counection there with the Central Pacific, is 
regarded tn stock circies as an important fact. 

The report is contradicted that Norfolk Western 
had sold $1,000,000 of Treasury stock and would 
pass its dividend.

It is reported on good authority that the Cana- 
dian Pacific syndicate has sold $50,000.000 bonds 
at o, vetting $18,000,000. This amount is said 
to have beeu obtained in Ameterdam and New 
York without much difficulty, and it'is believed 
as much more can be had as easily. 

The failure of the Lackawanna Company to 
accept the invitation to join the truok-tine pool 
is said to dave strengthenedsome people in the 
belief that a trunk line war is inevitable. It is 
said by these folks that Lackawanna must cut 
rates to secure traflic enough for its Buffalo ex- 
tension. 

The Wall Street News says: It is understood 
the proposed legislation in Minnesota will pre- 
vent rallroads there from paying dividends out 
of proceeds of land eates.

Concerning the late call for 5 per cent Govern- 
ments the New York Bulletin says: Although 
anticipated the last day or two, considerable 
surprise is expressed in ‘financial circles tnat 
Secretary Folger should at this time issue a call 
for $15.000.000 of the extended 5s. There is no 
Occasion for such action, su far as the money 
market is concerned; and as the Treasury re- 
serve, which will thus be further depleted, is al- 
ready about $20,000,000 below its usual limit, it is 
suspected that the object may be to influence 
tariff legislation. In uny event the effect on the 
money market must be small, as the latter could 
not well be any easier or funds more abundant 
or more freely offered.”

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were active and 
unsettied yesterday. Prices advanced sharply 
from the ciosings of Thursday, but the tone was 
nervous throughout, with unverified rumors of 
more failures, as is only natural after such news 
as was heard the preceding day. The local 
crowd was disposed to be bearish, and there is 
reason to believe that some of them lost rather 
smartiy through free selling when the outside 
sentiment was the other way. Of course things 
may turn in their favor yet, but up to the close 
ot "Change the market was against them, 
and some filled in at a lose 
late in the session. The advent of a snow-storm 
tended to higher prives, and possibly the nat- 
ural weakness lu stocks invited the investment 
of outside capital in produce. In the afternoon 
there was a large advance alt round, which was 
most marked on the lounger futures simply be- 
cause they were traded in last. Possibly tie 
laterstrength was ip largo part due to returning 
coutidence, when it was found that there was 
no truth in the earlier rumors of business tall 
ures. 

Provisions were active and stronger. Lard 
advanced Wo for May and au average of Tuc 
on other futures, closing firm at the outside, 
after a little setback in the late forenoon. 
Lard advanced l7%ec and meats We from the 
latest prices of Thursday, all closing strong. 
Liverpool quoted lard 6d higher, and the local 
bog market was firmer on a light suppiy, which 
some people supposed was due to the snow- 
storm. This stiffened product early, and it 
touched the highest point (of the morning) 
on the call, then fell back, and started up again 
towards loclock. Pork looked as if it would 
have been weak under local selling but 
for the strength ia lard, which boomed at 
the outset, and received a temporary 
check by the rumors of additional [failures out- 
side. There was euspicion of “a hen on” in 
lard, and some people thought the leading longs 
were unloading rather freeiy on the boom, es- 
pecially as New York was soft enough to 
suggest that people there do nottake much 
stock in the idea of scarcity. The strength may, 


that we bave only about 55.000 tes of lard in 
store, while the stock of contract pork is 240,000 
bria, which is nearly 10 per cent more than was 
expected. The stock of meats as officially re- 
ported was scarcely up to the anticipations of 
the trade, but there was not much shipping de- 
mand for them. Oa the afternoon call there 
was a sbarp advance of 20@37\c on pork, 5@20c 
on lard, and 25@We on ribs. The excitement was 
supposed to be due toa tilt between two promi- 
pent packing firma. 

Fiour was quiet, though one round lot taken 
for export swelled the volume of sales to a fair 
ugeregate. The market was tirm, but generally 
described by the old-fashioned phrase, Buyers 
and seliers apart in their views.” Bran and 
other coarve milistuffs were firm. 

Wheat was active and stronger. The market 
advanced IM early in the day, fell back & e, and 
recovered the decline later, closing on Change 
lige above the latest prices of Thursday. Liv- 
erpool and London reported an advance ot 6d 
per quarter, and our receipts were again small. 
The storm was adverse toa free movement, but 
it was not supposed that there would have 
been much more received with finer 
weather. The visible supply seems to have in- 
creased slightly during last week; but it is noted

tity by the close of this month. The absence of 
a premium on February corn will tend to reduce 
the volume of receipts here, and some operators 
thought they will de quite small a few 
days hence, irrespective of weather conditions.

EXPLORING THE BRAIN. 


Remarkabie Sureical Operation per 
formed upon Officer Muivihiti—Hopes 
of Ite Success. 

From time te time sinee the sensationa killing 
of the negre desperado Bill Allen the datiy 
papers bave contained paragraphs referring to 
the condition of Otficer Patrick Muivihiil, 
who was sbot by Allen an hour or 
two before he was killed. These paragraphs at 
first stated that the officer bad been but slightly 


wounded, and that he would be out inside of ten 


days. Then they noted the appearance of un- 
favorable symptoms; then a rally and the an- 
pouneement was soon made that he was able to 
be up ana would sbortly be able to go on duty. 
About the firstof last month a serious relapsc 
occurred, and for tie space of ten 
days or so ft was almost daily announcea that 
Officer Mulvinill could not ive twelve sours 
longer. In spite of all this the brave young 
officer, after having stood a strain that would 
have killed 990 men out of a thousand. is today 
ou the road to recovery, and in the estimation 
of the surgeons who are attending him will 
very shortl¥ be able to be out. 

A Tum reporter called yesterday upon 
one of the surgeons who have been in attend- 
ance upon him sivee the Sunday be was snot, 
and obtained from him the principal features 
of the case, which are of & m lutorest ing 
nature.

“We found,” said the Doctor, that tue ball 
had struck the orbital arch directly over the 
eye and fractured it, glancing upward. We 
found an inch or 60 above the polat where the 
bullet struck a small splinter of lead, not 
enough, however, to account for the bullet. 
After cutting this out we washed the wound, 
inserted a little rubber tube for the pur 
of draining off the matter that would 
formed, and dressed it 1 Syme! mr 18 
with cheese cloth saturated with carbolic-acid, 
the object bemg to prevent putrefaction.

was found and laid the skull re. Several bits 
ot bone and minute partieles of lead were found, 
ae well as a small quantity of pus or matter. 
The wound was cleaused A up, a drain- 
age tube being luserted as in the previous in- 
stance, and the same dressing applied. From 
that time the fever abated, the uufavorable 
symptoms, disappeared, and bis progress was en- 
tire — 22 
ben the inflammation had partially sub- 
sided, bis left eye, which had been swollen shut, 
was opened, and it was found that he could see 
out of it, though not so well as with 
tne right one,, and we hoped to save 
the eye. After this wound healed 
up with the exception of plate where 
the drainage tube was inserted, and in fourteen 
days be was up and cone. He got better very 
rapidly. and toward the latter part of December 
was ruun up and down “wy laughing with 
and enjoymg the company of bis friends.

His puise had fallen to 45, and there 
was acompiete insensibiiity. lu two hours or 
less, if left alone, he would have been a 
dead man. It was at this time that we 
resolved to take the one chance, and that was a 
desperate one. It might prove fatal, but as be 
would certainly die withont it, and there was 
one chance ia a t that it might save 
bim,we were certainly — in doing K. The man 
was so low that very litle ether was needed 
to produce the proper degree.of quietness. 
One inch above the tracture, about f way 
between the cyebrow where the hair be- 
gins to grow, an Incision was made expos the 
skull. A treputue, an instrument sha like 
A punch runwad- utter with a serrated edge, 
was then brought into service, and a cireuiar 
section of the skull about the diameter 
of a silver quarter was cut out. The membranes 
exposed by tue rémoval of this piece of the 
Skull were then divided and the brain substance 
brought to view. A loog hypodermic needle 
was then screwéd into a syrmge and inserted 
directly into the brain, dem moved about in 
various directions in most delicate 
manner, the 12 of the syringe being drawn 
out oceasionally to take up any water or matter 
that might be lodged in the brain. Finally after 
several of these unsuccessful explorations we 
discovered an abscess cavity and punctured it. 
With the syringe three or four ounces, or a 
good-sized wine- ae of serum, or watery 
portion of the were drawn off, 
after which two or three tablespuonfuis 
of thick pus were removed in the same way. 
After having thus drawn off the contents of tne 
cavity a large drainage tube was inserted per- 
bape three or four inches to the brain to the 
bottom of the abscess envity, and the wound was 
dressed as in the former instance. With- 
in an hour, before we left the house, 
the young man’s pulse had risen 
from forty-eight to sixty, and consciousness ro- 
turned that same afternoon. Then there was a 
Slight fever and delirium which continued for 
three or four days and then subsided. Within 
ten days the pulse, temperature, and metal 
condition were normal, and have remained so 
ever since.”

but he died afterward at the Couuty Hospital. 
The operation is not attempted ence tn seventy - 
five cases of abscess upon the brain, and there 
are very few cases in the United States where 
the operation bas been successful and the patient 
survived, and in view of these facts the favorabic 
condition of Officer Meivibill is wonderful, and 
& matter of great interest to the medical and 
surgical fraternity. It is to be hoped that be 
may recover, for aa officer sd brave as be. who 
bas suffered so much and survived so dangerous 
an operation, certainly des deserves to Itve.

In going about the world 
one sees this out-at-elbows queen at various 
stages of her decay. She isa great theatre- 
goer, though sue seldoms understands the 
play, and is generally much bored by it. 
Though romance is a word she cannot spell, 
and love asentiment of very simple ch arac- 
ter to her mind, she haunts the the theatres, 
and may be observed constantly at these 
pla ces of amusement.

Reade, in fact, invented the True Woman.

There have been plenty of sweet and 
charming women in stories: the patient and 
loving Amelia; the bouncing country girl, 
Sophy Western; the graceful and gracieuses 
ladies of Scott; the pretty dummies of Dick- 
ens; the insipid sweetness of ‘Thackeray; 
the proper middle-class (or upper-class) girl 
of Trollope; the conventional girls of the bet- 
ter lady novelists. There have also been dis- 
agreeable girls, especially the bad style, de- 
testable girl of the worser” lady novelists: 
but Reade—the trouvere—has tound the real 
woman. You will meet her on every page of 
all his novels. What is she? My friend, 
Columbus’ egg was not simpler. She is just 
exactly like a man, like ourselves, but with 
certain womanly tendencies. Like our- 


-selves, she ardently desires love. She knows 


that it is the best—the thing absolutely 
best—thing the world has to give; that we are 
born for love, man and woman alike; that to 
lack this consummate and supreme blessing 
is to lose the best part of life. Since she 
desires above all things to be wooed and is 
forbidden to wooon her own account, she 
couceals her own thoughts, yet, from her 
own experience in hiding, she is quick at 
reading the thoughts of others. She is sat- 
isfied with nething less than what sbe herself 

ives, which is all herself. Her reserve leads 
vr, in the lower nature, to deceit and false- 
hood. Her devotion, which is part of her 
nature, leads her—also in the lower nature— 
to suspicion and jealousy.

hideous and unbecoming, providing it is 
worn by everybody else. 

This is the woman whom Charles Reade 
presents to us. Sig is not, at all events, in- 
sipid; no real woufgn are; if she is artificial, 
he shows the real woman beneath. What he 
loves most is the woman whom fashion has 
not spoiled; the true, genuine woman, with 
her natural passion, her jealousy, her devo- 
tion, her love of admiration, her tidelity, her 
righteous wrath, her maternal ferocity, her 
narrow faith, her shrewdness, even her au- 
dacity of falsehood when that can serve her 
purpose, and her perfect abnegation of self.

A Greek Wedding in London. 

London letter: Last week 1 was present at 
an lateresting ceremony in the beautiful 
Greek church at Bayswater, which in itself 
is a study of Byzantine architecture and elab- 
orate decoration. A Greek maiden was to 
wed one of her own nation, and to make her 
future home in classic Athens among his 
people. But very few young women, ex- 
cepting the bridesmaids, were present, and 1 
noticed that the men and women sat on dif- 
ferent sides of the church, as is the case in 
our own very High churches. As the bridal] 
party walked up the centre of the church, 
two golden doors above the altar steps were 
thrown open, and two 0opriests ap- 
peared gorgeously robed, wearing curi- 
ous hat-like coverings to their heads, 
much like those worn by Jewish rabbis. One 
of these, the Archimanorite, is a handsome 
man. They descended, each holding a cross 
in his hands, and proceeded with the cere- 
mony in a language guite unknown to me, 
and I found it was equally unintelligible to 
a distinguished Greek scholar who was with 
me, who explained that the pronunciation of 
modern Greek differs so much from that of 
the ancient Greek of the university schools 
that though he could read it tolerably he 
could in no way understand or converse in 
it. It was noticeable that no instrumental 
music enters into the service of the Greek 
Church, but the voice alone chanting or in- 
toning the prayers and responses, conducts 
the whole service. 

Iwas curious to know whyl had seen 
two wreaths on the tabie, thinking, perhaps, 
that two brides were expected, but 1 found 
that in this very symbolicai ceremony the 
bridegroom is crowned with flowers as well 
as the bride. This is solemnly done by the 
priest, and the wreaths are crossed and ex- 
changed above the heads of the pair in a 
wonderful way until, with them supported 
us well as possible in position by an attend - 
ant groomsman, the bridegroom is led by the 
priest, intoning as he walks, still holding his 
bride by the hand. in a sort of procession 
ro the centre-table of the church, fol- 
le by the bridesmaids and the assist- 
ant matron, and by two young men of the 
party, each holding a large wax-candle, 
about six feet high, lighted, and’ wreathed 
with white flowers and satin ribbon. It must 


have been a trying position for the young | 


man, and certainly neither a dignified nor 
solemn one to an outsider, looking more like 
the performance in a cotillon than a re- 
ligious service, but I was told that in the 
Greek Church much is symbolical, and ap- 
peals only to those who can estimate the sig- 
nificance or each little ceremony. This pro- 
cessional march indicated joy and rejotelng, 
as by a dance. 

The sign of the cross was very constantly 
made by the congregation, as in a Roman 
Catholic service, and the thick gold wedding- 
ring was used tor that purpose by the priest 
on the forehead of both bride and bridegroom 
before it was placed on N finger. The 
pair partook of the brea d wine under the 
same symbol. Of course the marriage was 
really and legally effected by the registrar at 
an early period of the day, anda Greek lady 
told me that the ceremony we witnessed in- 
cluded both betrothal and marriage, hence 
its length and variety. 

In such classic society as this we scarcely 
expected ordinary food, but I found that 
good English roast. beef agreed admirably 
with preserved rose-leaves and delicious 
honey from Mount Hymettus, where the 
bees of today still extract luscious fragrance 
from luxuriant and perfumed flowers, under 
the sunny skies of Attica, as they did in the 
ancient times of classic story. The honey- 
cakes we had for lunch on this occasion 1 
shall not soon forget. They were a dream of 
flowers and ambrosial sweetness, and were 
washed down by a rich wine which tasted to 
me like nectar. 


Left Her Husband and Lost Her Money. 

Des Moines (la.) letter: Up in Story Coun- 
ty John B. York, an agriculturist, desired 
a wife.
